Chicago, III.—Nile C. Smith announces that 
he has sold out his entire interest in the Nile 
Publishing Company to Charles H. Sergei & Co., 
and that he will resume business at once under 
the firm-name of Nile C. Smith Publishing Com¬ 
pany, at 323 Dearborn Street. 

Chicago, III.—Percival Steele, as receiver, 
took charge of the United States Publishing 
Company’s property at 254 and 256 Franklin 
Street, Chicago, September 10. The appoint¬ 
ment was made on a bill presented to Judge 
Horton Wednesday night and suppressed for ser¬ 
vice until the 10th. The liabilities are about 
$60,000 and the assets as much.— N. Y. Times. 

Chicago, III.—Fire broke out on the morn¬ 
ing of the iSth in the rear basement of the six- 
story building at Nos. 173 and 175 Monroe 
Street, and practically gutted it. The building 
was chiefly occupied by printing firms, whose 
loss on contracts will probably be far heavier 
than in actual material destroyed. The latter is 
roughly estimated at something over $75,000. 
Jamieson A Morse, printers, lose $25,000 on their 
plant. On the imposing-stones were the forms 
for forty large contracts, including a number of 
school text-books and the copy-books used in all 
of the schools of the State of Missouri. All of 
these forms were either “pied” or badly dam¬ 
aged and hundreds of reams of paper were 
ruined. 

Detroit, Mich. —The Educational Publishing 
Company, of Detroit, has been incorporated to 
do a general publishing business ; capital stock, 
$10,000. 

Jefferson, Ia. —C. L. Smith’s bookstore was 
recently burned out. 

Minnville, Ore. —Hewitt Brothers, book¬ 
sellers, have sold out. 

New Richmond, O. —Frank A. Roberts has 
opened a new stationery store and will conduct a 
wholesale and retail business. He was formerly 


in charge of the Bloomington Book and Sta¬ 
tionery Co., at Bloomington, Ill. 

New York City. —John Pierce, Jr., book¬ 
seller, at 76 Nassau Street, made an assignment 
to Chas. S. Shivler, giving a preference t<» Au¬ 
gusta D. Pierce for $So2. He confessed judg¬ 
ment to her September 19, on which the Sheriff 
took possession. He was formerly of Nash & 
Pierce, who dissolved partnership July 1, 1S87. 

New York City. —On the 15th inst. the old 
building at the southwest corner of Fulton and 
Nassau Streets was destroyed by fire. It was 
known at different times as the “Shakespeare 
Tavern,” the Sun building, the Commercial Adver¬ 
tiser building, the Newsboys’ Lodging House 
and the Beach building, and was always the home 
of printers and publishers. Among those who 
suffered loss is J. C. Goldthwaite, the publisher 
of Goldthwaite s Geographical Magazine. He re¬ 
ceived on the morning before the fire manu¬ 
script and photographs from Lieut. Peary, de¬ 
scribing his arctic experience. These were for 
publication, but were burned and cannot be re¬ 
placed.

ON THE SUPPORT OF A TRADE 
JOURNAL. 

The questions raised by a Kansas City sub¬ 
scriber to The Publishers’ Weekly, in a com¬ 
munication printed elsewhere in this issue, may 
seem to the superficial reader wholly unneces¬ 
sary—first, because every one who is at all familiar 
with the book trade must be acquainted with the 
position that The Publishers’ Weekly claims 
to sustain, and as a matter of fact does sustain to 
the best of its ability, towards the American 
publisher; and, secondly, because as every man 
who directs the affairs of a business concern is 
supposed to make a study of its interests in every 
direction, so the American publisher maybe sup¬ 
posed to have given the subject of trade advertis¬ 
ing sufficient attention to enable him to reach the 
bulk of his constituency through the medium of 
the trade journal recognized by the largest num¬ 
ber of the trade. 

However unnecessary as these questions may 
appear to the casual observer, it is unfortunately 
true that sufficient reason exists for the pro¬ 
pounding of them. 

As to the position we claim to sustain to the pub¬ 
lishing trade, we have some hesitation about giv¬ 
ing our opinion, because if we happened to set too 
high a value on our services or usefulness we 
might, and justly so, be denounced as indelicate 
or vain; and if we should underrate ourselves 
what purpose would be seryed ? We therefore 
prefer to rest our reputation upon the work we 


have actually done for the trade during the 
twenty years of our existence—which is a matter 
that any one who is interested may test for 
himself. The founder of this journal found 
the book trade without adequate trade tools, 
and, as a rule, almost without the least idea of 
trade bibliography. To-day the American book 
trade, according to such authorities as.the New 
York Nation , the Bbrsenblatt , and the Biblio • 
graphie de la France, to mention no others, 
stands second to no trade anywhere in the world 
in regard to catalogues and book-lists and a jour¬ 
nal of information. From the beginning of Fred¬ 
erick Leypoldt’s undertaking until now, this work 
has been one of unremitting and unsparing toil, 
in the course of which many enterprises or feat¬ 
ures definitely unprofitable in themselves have 
been carried through by help of the scant profit 
made from others, with a total result of a pecu¬ 
niary return most inadequate to the outlay of 
work, but a satisfaction of achievement quite be¬ 
yond money return, which make the toil and the 
sacrifice worth while. 

We know, and we receive letters almost daily 
that encouragingly sustain us in the belief, that 
the book trade is better off to-day because of 
these labors in its behalf than it was twenty years 
ago, and that if the work were given up or done 
less thoroughly or conscientiously the inconven¬ 
ience and loss to the book trade, and through it 
to our national life, would be a serious one. 
This has been our incentive and, in a measure, 
our compensation. 

Has the American publisher recognized this 
service to the full extent he should have done ? 
This question has been asked in various forms— 
publicly in communications printed in these col¬ 
umns, privately by letter and by word of mouth. 
As often as we have had opportunity to answer 
the question we have frankly said that many 
publishers do support the enterprises of this office 
as liberally as they can afford. We make grate¬ 
ful recognition of this support, because without it 
our labors would before this have come to an 
end. 

But there are others—too many, we regret to 
say—who mean to support the trade publications, 
but who for various reasons do not see their 
way as clearly to doing it as frequently as many 
of their constituents—and, we confess it, we our¬ 
selves—are inclined to think they ought to do. 

Unfortunately many publishers, unlike the re¬ 
tailer, jobber, or even their own assistants, have 
not the same opportunity of judging of the daily 
usefulness of a trade journal, and so think of it 
only occasionally, or when their attention is spe¬ 
cially called to it by their surroundings, or the re¬ 
minder of the advertising representative. They 
may see every issue of the journal, read it and 
digest it, but they see less clearly the need of 
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having their advertisements appear every week 
than do the retailer and jobber who must keep 
posted on the lists not of one, but of all publish¬ 
ers. 

As a rule some of these publishers consider it 
•of importance to advertise in a trade journal only 
when they wish to exhibit their current books. 
These they advertise once to the extent of a page, 
frequently less, and then rest. They consider 
they have done their duty by that batch of books 
when they have made what they consider an ex¬ 
tensive display in one issue of the trade journal, 
•and as they have so many demands upon them 
for advertisements from innumerable other 
sources, with the usefulness of most of which 
they are but remotely familiar, but which for one 
reason or another they feel they must patronize, 
they feel satisfied that they have done all they 
can afford for the trade journal. And thus a 
book which, if judiciously and persistently adver¬ 
tised to the trade, might have been pushed through 
three editions in a year is too often allowed to 
Test upon a single announcement, and perhaps 
drags its one edition through years. 

Then there are a few—and among them, un¬ 
fortunately, houses both in the general and edu¬ 
cational lines, to whom the trade looks up as 
leaders — who take the position, unwisely we 
think, that a trade journal should be simply and 
■solely a record, and should not have editorial 
opinions, or even print extracts containing 
opinions; and who on that plea, when at one time 
or another criticisms or opinions expressed by or 
■quoted in this journal have run counter to their 
own views or practices, have either withheld 
their advertising altogether or have reduced their 
patronage to a minimum. We regret such action 
not simply because of the pecuniary loss of pa¬ 
tronage involved, but even more for the position 
in which it places such houses in relation to 
trade journalism and thus to the trade itself. 

Such a position as that taken by these houses 
would reduce trade journalism from the useful 
and honorable independence it now holds to 
the mere chronicle of events or repository of 
“notices” it used to be. and, in view of the 
service done by The Publishers’ Weekly in 
such fields as international copyright and the 
promotion of the best business methods, the 
action of these houses is much to be regretted. 
Certainly the publishing trade should be the 
most intelligent and far-sighted of all trades, and 
its journalistic representative should not be re¬ 
duced below other trade representatives, of which 
other trades are justly proud. If it should come 
to pass that, by the action of one house after 
another following the example of the few houses 
we have in mind, The Publishers’ Weekly 
should be so far deprived of its income as to 
jeopard its existence, we should certainly prefer 


to print a bulletin rather than give up the paper 
altogether ; but when that time comes the posi¬ 
tion of the paper will be stated, and until that 
time comes it would seem to be the business of 
The Publishers’ Weekly to treat frankly and 
fully all trade matters. 

These are a few of the reasons why a trade 
journal like this lacks the advertising support 
necessary to its best usefulness. 

Another reason, and one most frequently 
brought forward by certain publishers, is that 
they consider it of equal, if not greater, import¬ 
ance to reach the bookbuyer rather than the 
bookseller, and therefore feel obliged to cut their 
appropriations for trade advertising down to the 
lowest limit possible. We recognize the fact 
that the consumer must be reached as well as 
the dealer, and that the former can only be 
reached through the daily newspapers and jour¬ 
nals which devote themselves more or less to the 
dissemination of literature. But to depend to 
the proportion that some publishers do upon 
these mediums is, we claim, a serious mistake. 

The dealer who handles the publishers’ wares 
has a large and quite generally a determining in¬ 
fluence in their sale. The bookbuyer, as a rule, 
buys the books the bookseller keeps in stock— 
the books he recommends. His word, in many 
more cases than the publisher is ready to believe, 
is of more influence with his customer than all 
the miscellaneous advertising put together. To 
keep the bookseller in the dark, therefore, or to 
keep him only insufficiently informed, must soon¬ 
er or later prove a loss to the publisher. 

The trade, we hold, must be cultivated, and the 
publisher who addresses his communications reg¬ 
ularly to the trade through its credited organs and 
uses the trade fairly—the concern that gives the 
trade the benefit of the saving it makes by lessen¬ 
ing its advertising in the miscellaneous press—is 
the concern that prospers. 

Both methods should be used—the consumer 
and dealer should both be reached, but it is 
putting the “ cart before the horse ” to ignore 
the dealer. The publisher cannot expect the re¬ 
tailer to sell goods of which he has difficulty in 
obtaining knowledge. In every way possible he 
will favor other goods, and the consumers are 
influenced by what he recommends. 

We do all in our power to make good the 
shortcomings of this class of publishers, but our 
efforts, unaided by the reinforcement of the pub¬ 
lisher, cannot always accomplish what the united 
efforts of both might easily perform. W« should 
be glad indeed to show what we could do, in the 
way of a trade journal worthy the profession we 
honor, if with the increase of prosperity through 
international copyright The Publishers’ Week¬ 
ly could have the full and adequate support of 
American publishers. 
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OBITUARY. 

EDMUND CLANTON. 

Close upon the news that Mr. Edmund Clax- 
ton was seriously ill came word that he had suc¬ 
cumbed to his sickness—his death occurring Sun¬ 
day morning, September 13, at his summer 
residence in Atlantic City, N. J. He had been 
failing in health for some time, but had been 
confined to his bed only a week. 

Mr. Claxton was born March 16, iSi7, and 
began his career as bookseller with the firm of 
Stoddart & Atherton in 1830. Three years later 
he entered the employ of JohnGrigg, on 14 
North Fourth Street, above Market. Mr. Grigg* 
was famous as the most pushing man in the book 
trade, and had made his firm not only the largest 
and most prosperous bookselling concern in 
Philadelphia, but probably, in a pecuniary point 
of view, the most successful house of its char¬ 
acter in the United States. Early in the forties, 
Mr. Elliot, a Scotchman by birth, came East 
from Nashville, where he had been in the book 
business, to join the firm at the invitation of 
Mr. Grigg which then became Grigg & Eliot. 
They were particularly fortunate in gathering 
about them young, enterprising and intelligent 
assistants, such as George Remsen, who was with 
them from 1828; Henry Grambo, who entered 
their employ in the thirties; Charles C. Haffel- 
finger, who was apprenticed to them as a boy of 
fourteen in 1S42; and Mr. Claxton. who became 
one of their staff, as mentioned above, in 1833. 
In 1846, Messrs. Claxton, Remsen and Grambo 
were admitted into partnership, and the firm be¬ 
came Grigg, Elliot & Co. 

In 1850 the late Mr. J. B. Lippincott, who had 
succeeded to Clarke’s old stand at Fourth and 
Race Streets, and whose business by that time 
had grown to handsome proportions, hearing 
that Mr. Grigg desired to withdraw from the 
book business to give his undivided attention to 
his growing real estate transactions, made arrange¬ 
ments by which he obtained the interest of both 
Grigg and Elliot. Messrs. Grambo, Claxton 
and Remsen remained in the new firm, which, 
with the addition of Mr. Benjamin B. Willis, be¬ 
came Lippincott, Grambo & Co. In June, 1855, 
Mr. Grambo retired, and the firm became J. B. 
Lippincott & Co., with headquarters at 20 North 
Fourth Street. While with this firm—so great 
was the confidence reposed in his judgment— 
Mr. Claxton became its most active member 
overlooking every detail of the care of the re¬ 
tail stock, the manufacturing business and the 
finances. In 1858 Messrs. Haffelfinger and John 
A. Remsen were admitted as partners. For a brief 
period Mr. G. W. Childs was connected with 
the house on the dissolution of the firm of Childs 
& Peterson, the publishers of the first vol¬ 


* John Grigg was born in England in 1792, but came 
to this country as a child. He began life as an orphan 
farmer boy. He ran away to sea and served his appren¬ 
ticeship as sailor on vessels bound for the West Indies 
and Spain. Tired of tHe sea, Grigg settled down in Rich¬ 
mond, Va., which he left to go to Ohio. There he dis¬ 
charged tlje duties of Clerk of Common Pleas and Chan¬ 
cery of Warren County. In 1815 he was made superin • 
tendent of Scott’s woollen mills in Northern Kentucky, 
which he gave up in the following year to come East. 
Stranded in Philadelphia, he made the acquaintance of 
Benjamin Warner, who shortly before had succeeded to 
the extensive book business of Benjamin Johnson, on 
Market Street, above Fourth, near the present quarters of 
the J. B. Lippincott Co. In 1832, after Mr. Warner’s 
death, Mr. Grigg decided to continue the business on 
Fourth Street. 


ume of Allibone’s "Dictionary of Authors,” 
“ Bouvier’s Law Dictionary,” etc. Bouvier, by the 
way, was a fellow-clerk of Grigg’s at Warner’s 
bookstore. 

January 20, 186S, the firm of Claxton, Remsen 
& Haffelfinger was established under most favor¬ 
able circumstances at 819 and 821 Market Street. 
They became identified with mechanical and en¬ 
gineering works, such as Trautwine’s, Riddell’s, 
Grimshaw’s, Roper’s, White’s and others of 
equal importance. They also added to their list 
a number of high-class religious works, and a 
goodly number of historical, educational and 
standard works. 

In 1880, after Mr. Remsen’sdeath, the interests 
of Messrs. Remsen and Haffelfinger were with¬ 
drawn from the firm, which then became E. Clax¬ 
ton & Co., Mr. Claxton and his son Robert B. 
Claxton forming the firm. Mr. Haffelfinger re¬ 
mained in the house for a while as a salesman, 
but was obliged to give up about 1883 on account 
of failing health. He died in 1SS5. 

Before the dissolution of the firm of Claxton, 
Remsen & Haffelfinger the failure of Jay Cooke’s 
bank had seriously crippled the resources of the 
house. Upon the withdrawal of Mr. Remsen’s 
capital, the affairs of the firm became desperate, 
and although E. Claxton & Co. struggled gal¬ 
lantly against the tide of fate, they were at last 
compelled to succumb after several years of profit¬ 
less business. They made an assignment April 
30, 1884. Great regret was felt by all who knew 
Mr. Claxton. As an evidence of the esteem 
in which he was held we recall the sacrifice made 
in his behalf by the chief creditor on the occa¬ 
sion of his failure. Mr. Wm. Weightman held 
good security for over $300,000 ; yet, to obtain 
the release of his old friend, he voluntarily sur¬ 
rendered it, and took his chances with the rest of 
the creditors. 

The more important of E. Claxton & Co.’s 
books have since been handled by Edward Meeks 
who was associated with Mr. Claxton for some¬ 
thing like thirty years. It was with Mr. Meeks 
that Mr. Claxton was associated from 1884 to 
the time of his death. 

Mr. Claxton was a man of most winning and 
gentle manner, and endeared himself to every 
one who came into contact with him. In church 
affairs he was very prominent, being a member 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church of the Atone¬ 
ment in Philadelphia, and one of the original in¬ 
corporators of St. James’ Church, Atlantic City, 
at the time of his death being senior vestryman. 
He was a member of the Philadelphia Society 
for Visiting Prisoners, and was very persistent 
in his duties in this line. A family of five chil¬ 
dren survive him, consisting of Wm. R. Claxton, 
Robert B. Claxton, Horace Claxton, Dr. Charles 
Claxton and Mrs. Dr. Charles Turnbull. 

The funeral services were held September 16, 
at the Church of the Atonement, Seventeenth 
and Summer Streets, conducted by the Rev. Dr. 
Watson, a life-long friend of Mr. Claxton. A 
large representation from the trade were present, 
including Messrs. Presley Blakiston, Henry 
Carey Baird, Robert Lindsay. Henry T. Coates, 
Robert Porter, Frank W. Wood, J. Bertram 
Lippincott, Edward Meeks, Wm. M. Bains, 
W. W. Miller, Julien Shoemaker, James S. Bid¬ 
dle, and many others. The interment was at 
Laurel Hill. A. G. 

A meeting of the trade was held at Blakiston’s, 
1012 Walnut Street, on the 15th, to take action 
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on the death of Mr. Claxton. There were pres¬ 
ent Robert Lindsay, the oldest living repre¬ 
sentative of the book trade; Presley Blakiston 
and his son Keneth M. Blakiston, of P. Blakkton, 
Son & Co.; Henry Carey Baird, Christopher 
Sower, Edward Miller, Robert P. Morton, Julien 
Shoemaker; J. Bertram Lippincott and Frank W. 
Wood, of the J. B. Lippincott Co.; Henry M. 
Barnes, of Lea Bros. & Co.; Henry Righter, of 
Righter & Gibson; Henry T. Coates, Robert 
Porter and Girard Buckman, of Porter & Coates; 
Albert G. La Rue, Edward Meeks, David N. Mor¬ 
rison, Wm. Bains, and Wm. B. Tanguey, asso¬ 
ciated for many years with Mr. Claxton; W. H. 
Kimball, with A. J. Holman & Co.; and Thos. 
C. Reynolds, with E. Meeks. Mr. Presley 
Blakiston was called to the chair and Mr. Wm. 
M. Bains requested to act as Secretary* 

The chairman opened the meeting with the fol¬ 
lowing remarks: “ We are here met together for 
the purpose of sympathizing with the family of 
our friend, Mr. Edmund Claxton, who, after liv¬ 
ing beyond man’s allotted time, has just passed 
quietly away from among us; and also to ex¬ 
press our regard for one who for sixty*two years 
has been actively engaged in the same business 
that we are, or have been in. It is eminently 
appropriate, therefore, that action be taken in the 
premises, and I would recommend that a com¬ 
mittee be appointed to prepare resolutions to 
this effect, to be sent to the family and to the 
press for publication.”

While the committee were preparing the reso¬ 
lutions Mr. Meeks addressed the meeting, saying : 

“ I feel so deeply the meaning of this meeting 
th it even if it were possible for me to speak the 
eulogy of my dear old friend, I could find no 
language. I express my high appreciation of 
him. A more warm-hearted, generous soul I 
have never known. For over thirty years I have 
been associated with him as man and boy, and 
especially during the last seven years of his life. 
Active in business, a friend in every sense of the 
word to all in his employ, kind and indulgent and 
a thorough Christian gentleman. The memory 
of the just is blessed.” 

The committee then presented the following 
resolutions : 

Whereas, We have heard with feelings of deep 
regret of the death of our old and respected associate in 
the trade, who has been connected with the publishing 
business during a period of sixty-two years, and through¬ 
out that long lapse of time has borne a high reputation 
for business probity and intelligence, coupled with an 
amiability of character which has endeared him to all 
those whose privilege it has been to have relations with 
him; 

Resolved , That we deeply and earnestly sympathize 
with the fateily in the loss which they have sustained. 

Resolvedy That this meeting adjourn to attend the fu¬ 
neral in a body. 

Resolvedy That the Secretary be directed to furnish a 
copy o these proceedings to the family and also to the 
press for publication. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Albert Eyrich, manager of the firm of J. C. 
Eyrich, of New Orleans, La., after a long period 
of pain and sickness, died at his residence, St. 
Charles Ave. and Pine Street, on the 6th inst. Mr. 
Eyrich was born in Elberfeld, Prussia, fifty-two 
years ago. When eleven years old he came to 
America with his parents, who made their home 


in Memphis, Tenn. After leaving school he en¬ 
tered the drug business in Memphis and was 
working his way upward with that energy which 
characterized his business transactions throughout 
his life when the war broke out. He enlisted in 
a crack Tennessee regiment, but his term of service 
was cut short by a serious affection of the eyes, 
Having received an honorable discharge he 
returned to Memphis, and re-entered commer¬ 
cial life, associating himself with George and 
William Blelock, in the book and stationery busi¬ 
ness, under the firm-name of Blelock & Co. The 
house was well and favorably known in its day, 
and had its branches in every Southern city. 
Mr. Eyrich’s peculiar talent for the business soon 
manifested itself, and the task of pushing the in¬ 
terest of the house in every direction was soon 
left entirely to him Leaving Memphis he lo¬ 
cated himself in Vicksburg, Miss., where he es¬ 
tablished a branch of Blelock & Co. About 1864 
he went to New Orleans and opened a branch of 
the Blelock establishment in that city, subse¬ 
quently succeeding to the business. His broth¬ 
ers, Robert G. and Julius C. Eyrich, became in¬ 
terested with him, and under their management 
(under the firm-name of J. C. Eyrich) the house 
has become one of the most familiar institutions 
of its character in Louisiana. Mr. Eyrich was a 
man of culture and refinement, and was con¬ 
sidered by many one of the best-posted book 
men in the United States. Mr. Eyrich was twice 
married and leaves two sons. 

Sidney Williams, of the well-known English 
firm of Williams & Norgate, died at his resi¬ 
dence, Blackbrook, near Bickley, Kent, Septem¬ 
ber 1, in the seventy-fifth year of his age. He 
was born at Beeston, in Nottinghamshire, on 
January 26, 1817; but in the following year he 
was taken to Hamburg by his father, who had 
been appointed English teacher at the Johanneum 
in that city. In 1836he returned to England, and 
became a clerk with Messrs. Black & Armstrong, 
foreign booksellers in London. On the failure of 
that firm he joined with Mr. Frederick Norgate 
as publishers and booksellers, under the style of 
Williams & Norgate, at 14 Henrietta Street, 
Covent Garden. The partnership terminated in 
1864, when Mr. Norgate opened a house of his 
own on Bedford Street; and Mr. Williams has 
since carried on the business alone at the old ad¬ 
dress. For three years (1871-73) Mr. Williams 
was the publisher of the London Academy. He 
leaves a widow (a sister of Sydney Dobell) and a 
family of seven children. His two sons will con¬ 
tinue the business. 

James H. Bond, a well-known bookseller of 
Baltimore, died in that city August 11, aged six¬ 
ty-five years. He was born in Harford County, 
Md., but went to Baltimore very early in life 
and with his father established in 1S4S the book¬ 
publishing house of J. W. Bond & Co. For many 
years the firm had almost a monopoly of the 
school-book trade throughout Maryland and in 
portions of Virginia and West Virginia. Mr. 
Bond had conducted the business of the firm, 
without change of name, since the death of his 
father, many years ago .—Paper World . 

Rev. William Barrows, D.D., died at Catau- 
met, Mass., Sept. 9. Dr. Barrows was born in 
New Braintree, Sept. 19, 1815. In 1843 he com¬ 
menced theological studies in the Union Semi¬ 
nary, New York. In 1845 he was ordained to the 
Congregational ministry, and installed in Nor¬ 
ton. In iSsohe was installed over the church in 
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Grantville, near Wellesley Hills. Thence he re¬ 
moved in 1856 to become pastor of the Old 
South Church, Reading. In 1869 he was made 
Secretary of the Congregational Sunday School 
Publishing Society, and filled this office until 
1873, when he was elected to the Secretaryship of 
the Home Missionary Society. When he retired 
from the latter position in 1880, the society 
passed a unanimous resolution of indorsement of 
his services as Secretary. Since Mr. Barrows 
closed this work in 1880 he had devoted himself 
mainly to the educational and religious wants of 
the U. S. frontier. In 1869 he published “ Twelve 
Nights in a Hunter’s Camp;” in 1875, “The 
Church and Her Children;” in 1882, “Purga¬ 
tory Doctrinally, Practically and Historically 
Opened;” in 1883, “Oregon, the Struggle for 
Possession;” and in 1887, “ The Indians’Side of 
the Indian Question ” and “ The United States of 
Yesterday and of To-morrow.” He was also one 
of the five founders, and for seven years one of 
the editors, of the CongregationalReview. 

William Henry Perrin, the author of sev¬ 
eral historical works, died on the 15th inst. in 
Louisville, Ky., of malarial fever, sixty years of 
age. In 1878 he went to Illinois, where he prepared 
a history of the Western and Northwestern States 
and Territories. Returning, he published a his¬ 
tory of Kentucky. He contributed many articles 
on historical subjects to the magazines. 

A NEW MANIA. 

“ Sylvanus Urban ” in the Gentleman s Magazine. 

I respect the censure passed by Mr. Ruskin 
upon the application of the word “ mania ” to 
love of books and the like, but the term is con¬ 
venient and is not really disparaging. To me— 
to vary a well known phrase first applied, I am 
told, to wine—all collecting is good, but some is 
better than others. In Paris the latest rage is 
for collecting the illustrated posters which, as 
mural decorations, are striking features in our 
streets. I have, indeed, received a catalogue of 
the prices at which they are supplied. Among 
modern artists who produce these affiches or 
posters, Jules Ch6retand Choubrac are favorites. 
Their works are, I fancy, unknown in London, 
but have a good deal of merit. “ Glycerine 
Tooth-paste” is considered one of the best of 
the designs of Ch6ret. Another design which 
stands high in public estimation is now suffi¬ 
ciently familiar in London streets. This is the 
picture of “ L’Enfant Prodigue,” which is the 
work of Ad. Willette. The name, half bantering, 
bestowed on the new form of collection is affi- 
chomanie .

IMPORTANCE OF PUBLISHERS ADVERTISING 
IN “ THE PUBLISHERS' WEEKLY." 

Kansas City, Mo., Aug., 1891. 

To the Editor 0/ The Publishers' Weekly : 

Dear Sir : What relation does The Publish¬ 
ers’ Weekly sustain towards the average Ameri¬ 
can publisher? Its position towards the bookseller 
seems clearly enough defined, but judging from 
the manner in which the publishers ignore its 
pages in the matter of adtertising the question 
seems not entirely out of place. I would take pleas¬ 
ure in paying five dollars a year for the Weekly 
if each number contained from fifteen to twenty 
pages more of advertising matter from the book 
publishers, for two reasons: First, from the fact 
that it would be cheaper than to subscribe, in order 
to secure this matter, to the Book Chat, Book News, 
Book Gossip, Book Shelf , Book Buyer, and many 
other similar publications, to say nothing of the ad¬ 
vertising pages of Harper, Century and Scribner's 
magazines. In the second place, it would be more 
systematic and convenient in every-day reference. 

There is no better way—nor one that is so 
successful—of reaching the bookselling trade of 
the country than through your journal; and it 
seems to me to be as necessary and as profitable 
for the publisher to place within convenient reach 
of the bookseller the fullest and most trustworthy 
information of what he is doing up to date in some 
general trade journal. What the result would be 
is apparent to every one. 

A change in the present state of affairs would, 
I think, prove of benefit to three classes of people 
—the publisher, the bookseller, and The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly. Very truly,

The owners of the 
four libraries described in the first series are said 
to be “ well known as careful collectors of the 
rarest and best books, and they have had oppor¬ 
tunities during the last twenty years of securing 
many treasures such as may not occur again in- 
a lifetime.”

The first summernight’s festival of the New 
York Newsdealers and Stationers’ Protective and 
Benevolent Association, held on the evening of 
the 18th inst., at Lion Park, New York, was a 
success in every particular. A party of the 
Brooklyn Newsdealers’ Association and a delega¬ 
tion from the New Jersey Newsdealers’ Associa¬ 
tion were prominent participants in the festival. 
Mr. Ferdinand Greenbaum, with his assistants, of 
the Nassau News Company, drove to the park in 
a tally-ho coach. Nearly every prominent news¬ 
dealer of New York City attended the festival. 
A profit of $2800 was realized by the Association. 
The money will go into the benevolent fund of 
the organization. 

The Church of the United Brethren in Christ 
seems to be divided against itself. The General 
Conference held in York, Pa., in May, 1889, 
adopted a revised confession of faith and an 
amended constitution. In Wayne County, Pa.,, 
there was a prosperous congregation known as the 
Sugar Grove Church, the trustees of which ad¬ 
hered to the old confession of faith. Those who 
refused to adopt the edict of the Conference are- 
called radicals, and those who follow the Confer¬ 
ence are known as liberals. The liberals de¬ 
manded the church property, but the radicals 
refused to give it up, and a suit was instituted 
in the Wayne County Circuit Court. Judge 
Bundy decided for the liberals, and an appeal' 
was taken. The United Brethren Church has 
property in many of the States, and at Dayton, 

O. , has a large book-publishing concern worth at 
least $250,000. It is a contest as to which side 
shall have control of this immense amount of 
property, as several suits similar to the one filed 
in Wayne County have been instituted indifferent 
States. The litigation hasalready cost thousands 
of dollars.

The book will be issued with a portrait and 
twenty illustrations, and will be delicately bound 
in vellum. George H. Ellwanger’s “Story of 
My House” is the second volume chosen to be 
beautified by fine paper and handsome binding. 
This delightful book discourses gracefully of 
things inside and outside of the house ; of 
architecture, rugs and hangings, bric-a-brac , the 
library, the latter portion being full of suggestions 
about books, those “ magicians of the shelves,” 
and of hints to authors and readers. Out-of-door 
life is also sympathetically treated, and the whole 
volume is delightful. In biography the publish¬ 
ers announce “ The Life of James Boswell,” by 
Percy Fitzgerald, to be published in two volumes 
and to be illustrated with four portraits. Three 
new volumes will be added to the International 
Education Series , “ Herbert’s Psychology,” trans¬ 
lated by Margaret K. Smith ; “Applied Psychol¬ 
ogy and Art of Teaching.” by J. Baldwin, and 
“ The Courses of Study for Schools and Colleges,” 
by W. T. Harris. In fiction there will be Edward 
Eggleston’s “ The Faith Doctor,” eagerly read 
in instalments by the subscribers to The Century 
Magazine ; “ An Utter Faiiure,” by Miriam Coles 
Harris, and several volumes for the Town and 
Country Library , among which we briefly men¬ 
tion “ Stephen Ellicott’s Daughter,” by Mrs. J. 
H. Needell ; “ One Reason Why,” by Beatrice 
Whitby ; “ The Tragedy of Ida Noble ” by W. 
Clark Russell ; “ Eline Vere” and “ Footsteps 
of Faith,” by Louis Couperus ; “ Avenged ; ” 
“ Love or Money ? ” and a volume of short stories 
by R. H. Fletcher, of which the title is not yet 
chosen. The third volume of John B. McMas- 
ter’s “ History of the People of the United 
States” is promised this fall ; also “ Freeland : 
a social anticipation,” by Dr. Theodor Hertzka ; 
three volumes of Herbert Spencer’s “ Essays,” 
and “ The Farmer’s Side,” by Senator W. A. 
Peffer. Of scientific value will be “ The Cause 
of the Ice Age,” by Sir Henry Bell, to be the in¬ 
itial volume of a Modern Science Series ; “Man 
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and the Glacial Period,” by G. Frederick Wright, 
to be brought out in the International Science 
Series ; “ Laboratory Practice,” by Professor J. 
P. Cooke, and “ The Dog in Health and Disease,” 
by Dr. Wesley Mills, a veterinary surgeon of 
high standing. For young people several books 
by well-known authors are in preparation. Oc¬ 
tave Thanet will be the author of “ We All ; ” 
William O. Stoddart of “ Little Smoke ;” Molly 
Elliott Seawell of “Midshipman Paulding;” 
George Manville Fenn is writting a book of 
which the title is not yet ctfosen ; and “ Straight 
On” will be by the author of “Colette,” an 
illustrated novel also announced by the house. 

A. C. Armstrong & Sons announce several 
new books, chiefly of theological or literary ten¬ 
dency. The seventh volume of The Sermon Bible 
will cover from the first chapter of St. Luke to 
the third chapter of St. John, and the two new 
volumes of The Expositor s Bible will be “ The 
Gospel of St. John, Vol. I.,” by Rev. Dr. Marcus 
Dods, and “ The Acts of the Apostles,” by Rev. 
Dr. G. T. Stokes. Dr. James Stalker, in his 
forthcoming work, “ The Preacher and His Mod¬ 
els, Prophetic and Apostolic,” will explain his 
theory that the ministry of to-day stands in need 
of a revival of spiritual power, and will point out 
wherein it has fallen from the high standards of 
the prophets and apostles, the original preachers 
of the world. The material for this book, gath¬ 
ered from the author’s long experience as a pass 
tor, has already been used in the shape of lecture- 
delivered at Yale College, five of which were re¬ 
delivered before the Wesleyan University of Dela¬ 
ware, Ohio, and attracted an audience which daily 
filled the largest building in the city. “Fellow¬ 
ship with Christ,” by Rev. R. W. Dale, will be 
brought out as a companion volume to the au¬ 
thor’s “ Trie Living Christ and the Four Gos¬ 
pels.” The thirteenth volume of The Book Lov¬ 
ers' Library will be “ The Story of the Imitatio 
Christi,” by Leonard A. Whealey. which will 
give descriptions of the sources, birthplace and 
author, the manuscript editions and translations 
of this book, which has been more read perhaps 
than any other book except the Bible; and the 
fourth series of “ The Book-Worm,” that illus¬ 
trated treasury of old-time literature, will also be 
made ready. “ With Poet and Player,” six essays 
on literature and the stage, by William Daven¬ 
port Adams, promises to be full of out-of-the-way 
and highly instructive information on stage fur¬ 
niture, stage effects, operatic heroes, and all mat¬ 
ters relating to the theatre from the Elizabethan 
era to our own day, and will be daintily pub¬ 
lished, uniform with the author’s former volume 
on “ Byways of Bookland.” There will also be an 
entirely new and enlarged edition, printed from 
new plates, of Mrs. Mary Cowden Clarke’s five- 
volume work on “ The Girlhood of Shakespeare’s 
Heroines,” with photogravure illustrations, which 
will contain a new preface by the now venerable 
Shikespearian scholar and author of the^ b^t- 
known “Concordance to Shakespeare.” 

Henry Carey Baird & Co. will have ready 
two new works on steam engineering. “ The 
American Marine Engineer” and “ Six Hundred 
Examination Questions and Answers for Engi¬ 
neers and Firemen,” designed especially for such 
engineers and students as desire to obtain a United 
States Government or State license. Both books 
are by Emory Edwards, Marine Engineer 


C. W. Bardeen’s most important announce¬ 
ment for the coming season is a reprint of the 
“ Janna Linguarum ” of Comenius, prompted by 
the approaching celebration of the 300th birthday 
of the great educational reformer, which is al¬ 
ready attracting much attention on both conti¬ 
nents.

Perhaps the most important his 
torical work is Mr. John Fiske’s “ Discovery an< 
Spanish Conquest of America,” which has growr 
quite largely upon the author, so that instead o 
being in a single volume as originally planned, i 
fills two volumes, and is regarded by Mr. Fisk 
himself as the most important and valuable of a ' 
the historical books he has yet written. It wil 
°be equipped with maps and such other aids t 
the thorough understanding of the subject as ai 
necessary. Charles Francis Adams has two vo 
umes entitled “ Three Episodes in New Englan 
History,” the first relating to the settlement < 
Massachusetts Bay, the second to the early r 
ligious dispute in Massachusetts, and the third 
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the growth of a typical New England town from 
1640 to 1890. All these episodes are of very 
great interest, and their treatment by Mr. Adams 
renders them still more so. Dr. J. F. Jameson, 
of Brown University, under the title of “The 
History of Historical Writing in America,” gives 
an account of the chief histories of the English 
colonies in America and of t he development of 
historical literature in this country. The first 
chapter is devoted to Captain John Smith. Gov. 
Winthrop and others ; the second to writers of 
the eighteenth century, Cotton Mather, Prince 
and Hutchinson; the third to Bancroft, Pres¬ 
cott and Motley ; and the fourth to the histori¬ 
cal literature of the last thirty years. Col. C. C. 
Jones, Jr., who may be regarded as the historian 
of Georgia, has prepared a volume of “ Bio¬ 
graphical Sketches of the Members from Geor¬ 
gia in the Continental Congress,” including with 
these a large part of the history and the leading 
men of that State during the last century. In 
the series of American Commonwealths will ap¬ 
pear volumes upon Vermont by Rowland E. 
Robinson and on New Jersey by President Aus¬ 
tin Scott, of Rutgers College. Mr. Justin Win- 
sor, editor of the great “ Narrative and Critical 
History of America,” has prepared a volume on 
“Columbus,” which gives in sufficient fulness 
the biographical details of the life and career of 
Columbus, and includes also a very full and in¬ 
teresting account of the geography of the world 
as known to the people of the fifteenth century, 
and of the ideas which inspired the early voyages 
as well as the later of Columbus and his contem- 
ooraries. The third volume of the series of 
English Leaders of Religion is by G. W. Daniell, 
I.A., and is devoted to the life and works of 
Jishop Wilberforce. A work which will have 
arge interest, especially to evangelical readers, 
s the “ Life of Joseph Hardy Neesima,” by 
he novelist, Arthur Sherburne Hardy. Mr. 
Neesima was one of the most famous of modern 
T apanese, and the account of his escape to this 
ountry in boyhood, his education, his return to 
apan, his founding a university and otherwise 
ontributing largely to the modern development 
>f Japan will be found very interesting. A 
mall but very important contribution to both 
istory and biography is a little book on Abra- 
am Lincoln, by Carl Schurz, which sets forth 
he career of Mr. Lincoln with wonderful knowl- 
dge and appreciation of his character and of the 
/ork he did, and with that largeness of view and 
emarkable candor which distinguish Mr.Schurz. 
I'he “ Life of William Gilmore Simms,” one of 
he most famous Southern writers before the 
/ar, will be added to the series of American 
\fen of Letters by Prof. William P. Trent, of the 
jJniversity of the South. In the department of 
iction Mrs. Austin will add a new volume to 
jhe three historical romances which she has al- 
eady given us relating to the old Plymouth Col- 
ly. The new book will be entitled “ Betty Al¬ 
in.” The heroine is the daughter of John Al¬ 
in and Priscilla, but Miles Standish figures very 
mspicuously in the story, as he figured at Plym- 
uth, and the whole book will throw additional 
?ht on New England colonial history. Mrs. 
len Olney Kirk, author of the “ Story of Mar- 
ret Kent,” will have a new novel entitled 
Ciphers,” the scene of which is laid in New 
ork of the present day. The characters are 
ch a«s one would be likely to meet in New York 
ciety, not the Four Hundred, but those who 
ty be regarded as the active and intelligent 


classes of New York, and the story is written 
with Mrs. Kirk’s sprightliness and vigor, so that 
there is no danger that it will not be found in¬ 
teresting. Mr. Stockton’s “ House of Martha,” 
which has run a prosperous course in the Atlan¬ 
tic Monthly , and which need be described no fur¬ 
ther than by saying that it is Stocktonish through 
and through, will not lack readers; nor will 
Mrs. Catherwood’s “Lady of Fort St. John” 
when people once learn how strong and exceed¬ 
ingly interesting a story it is. The remarkable 
story is partly historical, and a great deal of vigor 
and power of characterization are displayed in it. 
Mrs. Rose Terry Cooke has collected another 
volume of her short stories under the title of 
“ Huckleberries Gathered from New England 
Hills.” Mrs. Flora Haines Loughead, who pub¬ 
lished a few years since an unusually interesting 
story, “ The Man Who Was Guilty,” has now 
written a story of quite different character, en¬ 
titled “ The Abandoned Claim,” a story of Cali¬ 
fornia life, giving the five-years’ experiment of 
two brothers and a sister in developing an aban¬ 
doned claim. The story is sufficiently full of in¬ 
cident. It embraces the necessary elements of 
romance, and the tone is sweet and noble. 
“ Three Tales,” by the late William D. O’Con¬ 
nor, include the striking story of “The Brazen 
Android,” which appeared recently in the Atlan- 
tic Monthly , and two Christmas stories, “ The 
Ghost” and “ The Carpenter,” both quite out of 
the common. Only three new books are prom¬ 
ised in the department of Poetry, but all three 
are very good, namely: “The Ride to the Lady 
and other poems,” by Miss Helen Gray Cone ; 
“ A Handful of Lavender,” by Miss Lizette 
Woodworth Reese ; and “ The Lost Ring and 
other poems,” by Mrs. Caroline A. Mason. 

Two religious books are promised, “The Be¬ 
ing of God as Unity and Trinity,” a series, of 
lectures before the Episcopal Theological School 
at Cambridge, but having an interest for all who 
are desirous of studying the question treated so 
fully and freshly by Prof. P. H. Steenstra, and 
a book of philosophical character by Rev. Fran¬ 
cis H. Johnson. Its title, “ What is Reality?” 
might not indicate to the casual reader how pro¬ 
found and strong and significant a book this is, 
but it is one which good readers will not neglect. 
Two scientific books are promised, “Geodesy” 
in the Riverside Science Series , by Prof. J. How¬ 
ard Gore, of Columbian University, giving a 
great deal of scientific and historical information 
with regard to the shape and measurements of 
the earth, and a new edition at reduced price of 
the “ New Astronomy,” a book of very remark¬ 
able value and interest, by Prof. Langley, Secre¬ 
tary of the Smithsonian Institution. One of the 
most important announcements of Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co. is the new Riverside edition of Dr. 
Holmes’ works, to comprise his prose in ten vol¬ 
umes and his poems in three. The edition will 
be substantially uniform with the Riverside edi¬ 
tions of Longfellow, Whittier and Lowell. Dr. 
Holmes has written new prefaces for several of 
the prose volumes, and has annotated the poems 
wherever necessary. Most of the prose works 
will have indexes, and the last volume of the 
poems a table of first lines of the poems in all 
three volumes. The edition will contain prob¬ 
ably three etched and steel portraits represent¬ 
ing the inimitable doctor at different stages of 
his literary career. Other books likely to be is¬ 
sued this season are the third volume of Prof. 
Sargent’s wonderful work, “The Silva of North 
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America ;” part or the whole of a new transla¬ 
tion in prose (and in the very best prose) of 
Dante’s ‘‘Divine Comedy,” by Prof. Charles 
Eliot Norton, of Cambridge, and a translation, 
with introductions and notes, of Dante’s “ Eleven 
Letters,” by Chas. S. Latham, to which Prof. 
Norton furnishes an introductory chapter ; anew 
volume of Miss Repplier’s pungent essays en¬ 
titled “ Points of View,” including papers on A 
Plea for Humor, English Love Songs, Books 
that have Hindered Me, and other attractive sub¬ 
jects ; a book of “ Character Sketches” such as 
only Joel Chandler Harris could, write of South¬ 
ern negroes during and since the war ; a volume 
of great interest and value in its department on 
“ Colonial Furniture in New England,” by Dr. 
Irving Whitall Lyon, member of the Connecti¬ 
cut Historical Society, who describes all kinds of 
old furniture which are brought to the appre¬ 
hension of the reader yet more vividly by a 
hundred large heliotypes ; a “ Catalogue of the 
Casts of.Greek and Roman Sculpture” in the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts, by Edward Rob¬ 
inson ; a volume on “ Conduct as a Fine Art,” 
which includes an essay on the “ Laws of Daily 
Conduct,” by Nicholas P. Gilman, author of 
“ Profit Sharing,” and “Character Building, a 
Master’s Talks with His Pupils,” by Edward P. 

Among 
new editions which ought to be mentioned are

Tennyson’s Complete 
Poems and Scott’s “ Lay of the Last Minstrel,” 
both with illustrations, are added to the Family 
editions of Longfellow, Whittier and Holmes.

King, will treat the subject by scientific methods, 
and will contain some original thoughts on this 
much-discussed, unfathomable mystery; “ Faith, 
Love, Hope and Duty,” by Daniel Wise, will 
consist of paragraphs embodying the thoughts 
of great writers upon these subjects,” and “ The 
Oldest Drama in the World ” will be the Book 
of Job arranged in modern dramatic form by 
Rev. Alfred Walls, the poem broken into acts 
and scenes, with notes to indicate details of ac¬ 
tion, an arrangement showing ingenuity and deep 
thought, which is introduced by a preparatory 
note by Henry A. Buttz, President of Drew 
Theological Seminary.

Among the artistic 
juveniles will.be “ New and True,” a volume of 
original verses for children by Mary Wiley Sta- 
ver, illustrated by Lavinia Ebbinghausen, Jessie 
Wilcox Smith, Jessie McDermott, J. Augustus 
Beck, Herman Faber and others, and there will 
be volumes for the young by almost all the 
authors whose names are identified with the im¬ 
print of Lee & Shepard. Oliver Optic will fin¬ 
ish the fourth volume of The Blue and the Gray 
Series , and call it “ Stand by the Union ;” J. T. 
Trowbridge also will complete his work on the 
fourth volume of The Start in Life Series , which 
will be known as “ The Scarlet Tanagerand Other 
Uipeds ;” and Sophie May will offer the sixth 
volume of The Quinnebasset Series, to be called 
“ In Old Quinnebasset” and to have illustrations 
by Charles Copeland. There are many, many 
more books for the young ones, full titles of 
which will be found in the classified list under 
heading Juvenile Literature. The most im¬ 
portant will be “ Extraordinary Experiences of 
Little Captain Doppelkop on the Shores of Bub- 
bleland,” by Ingersoll Lockwood, illustrated by 
Clifton Johnson ; “ The Little Millers,” by Effie 


W. Merriman, the third volume in The Street 
Arab Series; “Stories of the Olden Time,” by 
Ednah Dene Cheney, illustrated by Nellie Little- 
hale ; “ Glimpses at the Plant World,” by Fannie 
D. Bergen, etc. In general literature there will 
be “ The Heirs of Bradley House,” by Amanda 
M. Douglas; “ Mostly Marjorie Day,” by Vir¬ 
ginia F. Townsend ; “ A Bundle of French Stud¬ 
ies,” by Maria Ellery Mackaye, with introduction 
by Thomas Wentworth Higginson ; “The Gold¬ 
en Guess,” a series of essays by John Vance 
Cheney, who has also compiled a bibliography 
for a book of notations of bird music by Simeon 
Pease Cheney, to be called “ Wood Notes Wild ; ” 
“ Gestures and Attitude,” by Edward P. War- 
man, a new book of exposition of the Delsarte 
method, and “ A Woman’s Manual of Parliamen¬ 
tary Law,” by Harriette R. Shattuck. The pub¬ 
lications of the John Adams Lee Publishing Co. 
will be ready in new editions for the fall trade. 
They include the “ Illustrated Bible Biography,” 
with Henry Ward Beecher’s introduction, “ The 
Shot Heard Around the World” and “ Famous 
Men of the Revolution.” The Good Company 
Series issued by this house already contains a 
dozen good novels, and several are now in prepa¬ 
ration to take their place among the older favor¬ 
ites, but their titles are not yet made public. 

The J. B. Lippincott Co. have made judicious 
preparation for an active publishing season. 
Among their books of special holiday character 
will be two works edited by Harrison S. Morris 
with the same nice taste and good judgment 
which made “ A Mosaic” so beautiful and suc¬ 
cessful a compilation last season. Mr. Morris 
has gained a year’s experience and will undoubt¬ 
edly show even surer criticism in choosing from 
the material his growing knowledge of literature 
brings for his selection. “ In the Yule-Log 
Glow” will afford Mr. Morris a rare opportunity 
to show his wide reading of the Christmas tales 
of many nations. With a thread of introduction 
the reader will be introduced to a party of travel¬ 
lers sitting around the Yule-log in the common 
room of the wide world. After merry Christ¬ 
mas greetings, there is supposed to be a demand 
for stories, and Swedes, Norwegians, English¬ 
men, a happy-go-lucky American, etc., all tell 
native tales, which are then bound up in four 
volumes and compose “ In the Yule-Log Glow.” 
These volumes will be issued in various styles of 
binding, and there will also be a special edition 
with sixteen French photogravures in various 
tints and a binding of three-quarters English 
calf that will make very handsome books. Mr. 
Morris’ other volume will be called “ Where 
Meadows Meet the Sea,” and will be a collection 
of sea-songs and pastoral lays by our greatest 
English speaking poets, made beautiful by illus¬ 
trations by F. F. English and bound in many at¬ 
tractive styles for the holidays. The publishers 
announce a limited edition of “ Robinson Cru¬ 
soe,” with a memoir of Daniel De Foe, which 
will be printed in large type on pure rag paper, 
and will contain India-proof impressions of four¬ 
teen of the illustrations by T. Stothard, which 
originally appeared in 1S20, a whole century after 
this book first electrified the reading world. 
These illustrations will be engraved on wood, 
and there will also be eight etchings by Mouiller- 
on and an etched portrait of the author by L. 
Flameng. This edition will be in two volumes 
and limited to 250 copies. Other gift-books will 
be “ American Art,” a cheaper copy of “ Ameri-

can Figure Painters,” to contain eighteen select¬ 
ed photogravures of the work of leading figure 
painters of this country, including Dielman, 
Hovenden, Smedley, Low, Church, Mowbray 
and others of equal celebrity; “ Yvernelle,” a 
legend of feudal France, by Frank Morris, with 
illustrations by eminent artists and minor decora¬ 
tions in the text: and a new small quarto edition 
of Samuel Lover’s “ The Low-Backed Car,” with 
twelve illustrations by William Magrath, and in¬ 
itial vignettes by C. H. Reed. Of lasting literary 
interest will be “ King Arthur and the Knights 
of the Round Table,” a modernized version of 
Malory’s “ Morte d’Arthur,” in three volumes, 
by Charles Morris, author of “ Half-Hours with 
Best American Authors,” etc., who thinks the ex¬ 
ploits of Arthur’s knights should interest readers 
of the present day, and has aimed to tell them in 
language that will make them stir the enthusiasm 
of young and old; '* The Poetical Works of John 
Keats,” edited by H. Buxton Forman, who has 
worked from'Keats* own ed itions and other authen¬ 
tic sources, and collated his text with many manu¬ 
scripts; a Large-Paper edition of the “ Diary of 
Samuel Pepys,” in six volumes, with notes by 
Lord Braybrooke, and many portraits; a Cabinet 
edition of Washington Irving’s “ Sketch-Book,” 
with 120 illustrations; an Illustrated Library edi¬ 
tion of “ T. Buchanan Read’s Poems,” with illus¬ 
trations by Dielman, Fenn, Humphrey, Murphy 
and others; “ Boker’s Poems” in three volumes;

Thomas Noon Talfourd, with eight steel illustra¬ 
tions. Mrs. Frances Fuller Victor, who has trav¬ 
elled much in Oregon and Washington, has written 
a description of her journeys, which will come out 
under the title “Atlantis Arisen,” and will have 
many illustrations. Among the juveniles in 
preparation are the “ Boys’ Own Book of Out- 
Door Sports,” uniform with “ Boys’ Own Book 
of In-Door Sports;” “The Little Ladies,” by 
Helen Milan, illustrated by Emily F. Harding; 
“ Our Bessie,” a new book for girls, by Miss 
Carey, and others of which the titles may be 
found in classified list under heading Juvenile 
Literature. 

Little, Brown & Co. call special attention to 
a choice Library edition of the military novels 
of Charles Lever, to be brought out in conven¬ 
ient octavo volumes, with clear new type, printed 
on the best quality of paper at the University 
Press at Cambridge, and full-page etchings spe¬ 
cially executed for this edition by C. A. Walker, 
from the well-known illustrations contributed to 
the original editions by the celebrated artists and 
caricaturists “ Phiz ” and Cruikshank. There 
will also be a Large-Paper edition, limited to 250 
copies, on hand-made paper, with etchings on 
imperial Japan paper. The volumes to be ready 
u.u season are “ The Confessions of Harry 


Lorrequer ” and “Charles O’Malley, the Irish 
Dragoon ;” and these will shortly be followed 
by “Jack Hinton,” “Tom Burke of ‘Ours’” 
and “ Arthur O’Leary.” The last will be in one 
volume ; all the rest are in two. There will be 
eight new volumes brought out in the Library 
edition of “ The Romances of Alexander Dumas,” 
which will complete the set. Two will contain 
“ The Regency Romances ” (period of the re¬ 
gency of Philippe d’Orl6ans), comprising “ The 
Chevalier D’Harmenthal ” and “The Regent’s 
Daughter ;” two more, “ The Page of the Duke 
of Savoy” (period of Henry II.); three more 
“The Two Dianas” (period of Henry II. and 
Charles IX.); and the last, “ The Black Tulip ” 
(scene Holland, time 1672). A sequel to the 
historical story of Sweden and Norway entitled 
“ With Fire and Sword,” by Henry K. Sienkie- 
wicz, will be published under the name of “ The 
Deluge;” and “ The Princess of Cleves,” the his¬ 
torical romance of the days of Louis XIV. by 
Madame de la Fayette, with preface by Anatole 
France, has been translated by Thomas Sergeant 
Perry from the edition of 1678, and will be pub¬ 
lished in two volumes, with etchings by Jules 
Gamier and a portrait of the author engraved by 
Lamotte. Of the latter there also will be a Large- 
Paper edit : on on imperial Japan paper. “ The 
Hours of Raphael in Outline ” will consist of six¬ 
teen plates from the original with accompanying 
text by Mary E. Williams ; and “ Elizabethan 
Songs * in Honour of Love and Beautie ’ ” have 
been collected and illustrated by Edmund H.

Edmund H. Garrett has also 
made the illustrations for “ Lyrics and Legends,” 
a new volume of poems by Nora Perry. “ A 
Woman of Shawmut ” is announced as a his¬ 
tory of old Colonial times by Edmund Janes 
Carpenter, and will have illustrations by Frank 
T. Merrill, who has also done the art-work on a 
volume of nine stories for young people by Las- 
setter Bynner, to be called “ The Chase of the 
Meteor and other stories,” several of which have 
already appeared in St. Nicholas and Harper's 
Young People. “ The Speeches of the Late Gen¬ 
eral Charles Devens ” will be issued with an in¬ 
troduction by John C. Ropes ; and Richard Man¬ 
ning Hodges, formerly a surgeon of the Massa¬ 
chusetts General Hospital, will bring out “ A 
Narrative of Events Connected with the Intro¬ 
duction of Sulphuric Ether into Surgical Use.” 
Several new editions of books are announced, of 
which titles will be found in classified list under 
their proper headings. 

Longmans, Green & Co. announce a long 
list of books covering almost every department of 
general literature and also several works of 
science and education. In the department of 
Biography they will have “ Annals of My Early 
Life, 1806-1846,” by Charles Wordsworth, 
Bishop of St. Andrews, to be followed in due 
course by “Annals of My Later Life,” and “The 
History of My Life,” an autobiography of the Rt. 
Rev. Bishop Oxenden, formerly Bishop of Mon¬ 
treal. In descriptive works are promised “ Seas 
and Land,” made up of the series of letters which 
has appeared in the Daily Telegraph describing 
Sir Edwin Arnold’s recent tour, which will be 
fully illustrated from photographs; “ Dr. Liddon’s 
Tour in Egypt and Palestine in 1889,” by Mrs. 
King, the doctoi’s sister, who wrote the letters 
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of which the book will be formed; and “ About 
Ceylon and Borneo,” by Walter J. Chitterbuck, 
which will be fully illustrated. Two novels are 
in press, to be entitled “ Beggars All,” by Miss 
Dougall, and “ Dorrie,” by W. Tierbuck. The 
third and concluding volume of Samuel Rawson 
Gardiner’s “History of the Great Civil War, 
1642-1649,” bringing the narrative down to the 
execution of Charles I., will be a valuable con¬ 
tribution to history; and the same author has 
also almost completed the third volume of his 
“Student’s History of England,” covering the 
years from 1689 to 1885.

In 
sporting literature there will be a volume of 
“ Angling Sketches.” by Andrew Lang, with il¬ 
lustrations by W. S. Burn-Murdoch, and “Games, 
Ancient and Modern,” by Edward Falkener with 
ten photographs and many other full-page plates. 
Religious books to be published during the au¬ 
tumn are Dr. Liddon’s “ Sermons on the Old and 
New Testaments,” in two volumes; “ The Rela¬ 
tion of Confirmation to Baptism,” by Arthur 
James Mason; “A Manual of the Science of Re¬ 
ligion,” by Prof. Chantepie de la Saussage, 
translated by Mrs. Colyer Fergusson; “ A Prob¬ 
lem of Scepticism,” by Rev. Alexander J. Har¬ 
rison; “ The Spirit of Man,” an essay on Chris¬ 
tian philosophy, by Rev. A. Chandler; “ Happi¬ 
ness. the End and Aim of the Spiritual Life,” by 
W. Clavell Ingram; a new edition of Edersheim’s 
“ History of the Jewish Nation,” and “ Darkness 
and Dawn,” a new book by Archdeacon Farrar, 
with scenes laid in the days of Nero. Besides 
all the books mentioned above there are an¬ 
nouncements of educational, medical and scien¬ 
tific works, of which full titles may be found in 
classified list in this issue under the separate 
headings of Education, Language, etc., Medical 
Science and Nature and Science. 

D. Lothrop Co have many new books an¬ 
nounced for fall publication, and some of these 
are so well forward as to be secure for early 
delivery among the autumn orders.

“ Story of New Mexico ; ” a breezy volume of 
open-air selections, “ Short-Cuts and By-Paths,” 
by Horace Lunt ; a book on birds and their 
habits, “ Bird-dom,” by Leander S. Keyser ; a 
practical volume on the home-making woman, 
“ The New Womanhood,” by J. C. Fernald, with 
an introduction by Marion Harland ; new editions 
—new makings, in fact—of Miss E. E. Brown’s 
“ Life of James Russell Lowell” and A. B. Muz- 
zey’s “ Prime Movers of the Revolution and 
two notable books of poems, viz.: “ The Heart 
of the Golden Roan,” by O. C. Auringer, and 
“ Lyrics of the Hudson,” the last poems of the late 
Horatio Nelson Powers, to which an introduction 
has been written by Oscar Fay Adams. For 
young readers the Lothrop Company, as usual, 
have prepared a varied and attractive list. This 
includes “ The Story of the United States of 
America,” by Elbridge S. Brooks, who always puts 
information in attractive form for young people ; 
“ Child Classics,” compiled from great poets by 
May R. Fitch ; “ John Brownlow’s Folks,” by 
Willis Boyd Allen ; “The Will and the Way 
Stories,” by Jessie Benton Fr6mont ; “ Wisdom 
of the Wise,” compiled by Caroline L. Hunt; 
“ Fairy Lore,” a charming collection of German 
fairy tales, translated by Carrie Norris Horwitz, 
the author of “ Swanhilde,” “ School and Play¬ 
ground,” by Howard Pyle and others ; “ Na¬ 
tional Flowers,” by Fannie A. Deane ; “ A Little 
Millionaire,” by Martha S. Moody, charmingly 
illustrated by Meynelle; “A Sunday Album for 
Boys and Girls,” arranged by Rev. J. R. Sim¬ 
mons, and a large number of illustrated and illu¬ 
minated quartos for the smaller readers, with new 
editions of the most popular books of Pansy, 
Margaret Sidney, Mrs. Diaz, George MacDonald, 
Elbridge S. Brooks, Charles R. Talbot and others, 
full titles of which will be found in classified list 
in this issue under heading Juvenile Literature. 

A. C. McClurg & Co. will issue a most im¬ 
portant work on printing, to be entitled “ The 
Pentateuch of Printing; with a chapter on 
Judges,” by William Blades, who has recently 
died, fortunately leaving his great undertaking 
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almost completed. In it he has traced the his¬ 
tory of his chosen art in the manner the Penta¬ 
teuch traced the story of the chosen people. 
Genesis treats of the invention of printing ; Ex¬ 
odus describes the spread of the new art through¬ 
out Europe ; Leviticus deals with the methods 
and practices of the early printers ; Numbers is 
the record of the famous heroes of the press; 
Deuteronomy tells ot printing under the influ¬ 
ence of steam and mechanism ; and Judges gives 
the names of the best authorities in each de¬ 
partment. The book will be fully illustrated with 
fac-similes and engravings, all carefully prepared 
before the death of the writer under his personal 
direction. In their series of Laurel Crowned Verse , 
of which they make most inviting little volumes, 
these publishers will put Byron’s “ Childe Har¬ 
old,” Moore’s “ Lalla Rookh,” Scott’s “Lady 
of the Lake,” and Tennyson’s “ Idylls of the 
King.” A neat book will be made of poems 
which have appeared in The Living Church , 
which will be compiled by C. W. Leffing- 
well, the editor of that paper, and will be en¬ 
titled “ Lyrics of the Living Church ; ” and “ A 
Song of Life,” by Margaret Warner Morley, 
will be brought out with illustrations by the au¬ 
thor and also by Robert Forsyth. True to their 
intention of making readable editions of the 
books that have delighted generations of read¬ 
ers, the house now announce handsome two-vol¬ 
ume editions of Rose Porter’s “Scottish Chiefs,” 
Regina Roche’s “Children of the Abbey,” and 
of Miss Shephard’s “Charles Auchester,” that 
remarkable production of a sixteen-year-old girl 
which twenty-five years ago, when the musical 
world was at the feet of Mendelssohn, was more 
widely read than any book of its day. The new 
edition will have notes by George Upton and 
two portraits of Mendelssohn, who is ideal¬ 
ized in the principal character. “ Seraphael.” 
Of educational value will be “ A Short History 
of England for Young People,” by Mrs. E. P. 
Kirkland, and “ The Study Class, a guide for 
the student of English literature,” by Anna B. 
McMahon. Oscar Fay Adams has written “ The 
Story of Jane Austen’s Life; ” Carlyle’s “ Heroes 
and Hero Worship” will be issued in a pretty little 
volume; and Sir Joshua Reynolds’“ Discourses 
on Art,” edited with notes and a bibliographical 
and historical introduction by Edward Gilpin 
Johnson, will make a handsome illustrated 
book. “ The Life Thoughts and Works of 
Novalis”will make the new volume in the Master¬ 
pieces of Foreign Authors , and there will be a 
translation of a novel from the Bohemian of 
Madame Bozena Nemec, to be called “ The 
Grandmother.” Of special interest to younger 
readers will be “ Little Margerie’s Love-Story,” 
by Margaret Bouvet, author of “ Sweet William,” 
which will make a pretty Christmas book, with 
illustrations by Helen Armstrong ; and “ The 
Spanish Galleon,” by Charles Sumner Seeley, 
a story of a young college graduate who, for the 
sake of helping his father to buy back his farm, 
sets out to recover treasure his reading has led 
him to believe must be at the bottom of the Ca¬ 
ribbean Sea. 

Macmillan & Co. have in preparation a num¬ 
ber of new books, the subject-matter leaning 
strongly to fiction. An edition of Mrs. Gaskell’s 
“Cranford” will be published uniform with 
“ The Vicar of Wakefield ” issued by the house. 
It will have a hundred illustrations by Hugh 
Thomson, A Large-Paper edition, limited to 250 


copies, will also be made of this standard and ever- 
popular novel. “ Life’s Handicap,” by Rudyard 
Kipling, and “ The Witch of Prague,” by F. 
Marion Crawford, are just ready. The latter will 
have many of the illustrations which appeared 
with it during its successful run in the English 
Illustrated Magazine. Other new works of fiction 
will be “ Tim,” by a new writer not yet named ; 
“ Blanche, Lady Falaise,” by J. H. Shorthouse, 
author of “ John Inglesant ;” “ David,” by the 
author of ' ‘ Robert Elsmere ; ” “ Nevermore,” by 
Rolf Boldrewood ; “ Cecilia,” by the author of 
“ Mademoiselle Ixe,” and “ That Stick,” by 
Charlotte M. Yonge.

twenty additional plates reproduced from line- 
engravings after pictures by Florentine artists. 
Three descriptive works of great interest are an¬ 
nounced in “A Lady’s Letters from Central Afri¬ 
ca,” by Jane F. Moor, describing a journey from 
Mandala, Shire Highlands, to Ujiji, Lake Tan¬ 
ganyika and back, prefaced with an introduction 
by Rev. T. M. Lindsay ; “ Man and Beast in In¬ 
dia,” by Rudyard Kipling, with numerous illus¬ 
trations by the author ; and “ Battles, Bivouacs 
and Barracks,” by Archibald Forbes. “ An In¬ 
troduction to the Mathematical Theory of Elec¬ 
tricity and Magnetism,” by W. T. A. Emtage, 
will be an important addition to the literature of 
the all-engrossing natural force that is occupying 
so many of the best scientists throughout the 
world. Of special value to younger readers will 
be “ Rome in Flames ” and a second series of 
“Bible Stories,” by Rev. A. J. Church, and 
“ Nurse Heatherdale’s Story,” by Mrs. Moles- 
worth. Other books will be announced later. 

Charles E. Merrill & Co., by special ar¬ 
rangement with George Allen, Mr. Ruskin’s 
English publisher, are now authorized to issue 
the Brantwood Edition of his works in America. 
Each volume will contain an introduction by 
Charles Eliot Norton, of Harvard University, 
one of Mr. Ruskin’s closest friends and most 
acute and sympathetic critics. The volumes will 
appear at the rate of about two per month, but 
it is impossible as yet to determine how many 
volumes the edition will include. Many of the 
volumes will contain the illustrations prepared 
under the supervision of the author before his 
recent illness. 

John Murphy & Co. have just issued “ St. 
John Baptist de Rossi,” translated from his biog¬ 
raphies by Lady Herbert, with an introduction 
on ecclesiastical training and sacerdotal life, by 
the Bishop of Salford, and will have ready in 
rapid succession “ The Will of God,” by Rev. J. 
Hilleger, a book of admonition and consolation 
for sorely-tried Catholic Christians; eight little 
volumes of “ Faber’s Selections,” to be brought 
out in attractive bindings; “A Study in Cor¬ 
neille,” by Lee Davis Lodge, Professor of the 
French Language and Literature in the Colum¬ 
bian University at Washington, D. C.; and 
“ Guide to Latin Conversation,” translated from 
the French by Prof. Stephen Willey, intended 
specially for students of theological seminaries. 

The National Temperance Society and 
Publication House announce their “ Almanac 
for 1891,” edited by J. N. Stearns, and several 
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books for young readers, of which the full titles 
will be found in classified list in this issue under 
the heading Juvenile Literature. 

Thomas Nelson & Sons announce several 
new publications for the fall, of which the greater 
proportion come under the head of juvenile pres¬ 
entation books. In this line there will be “ All’s 
Well that Ends Well,” a story of Brittany; 
“ Alison Walsh,” a study of to-day by Constance 
Evelyn, telling the history of a heroine who loses 
faith in the Christian religion, and goes through 
much trouble before she again learns to turn to 
religion for strength; “ Blacksmith of Boniface 
Lane,” by A. L. O. E., of which the hero is the 
Lollard blacksmith, John Badby, who perished at 
the stake; “ Fritz of Prussia,” by Lucy Taylor, 
who feelingly tells the story of the short reign of 
the second German Emperor; “ From Egypt to 
Canaan,” by Mrs. G. E. Morton; “Stories of 
the Trees,” by Mrs. W. H. Dyson; “Earthquakes 
in Ancient and Modern Times,” by Mungo Pon¬ 
ton, a new and revised edition, with an account 
of recent earthquakes by John Gibson; and many 
more, of which the full titles will be found in 
classified list under heading Juvenile Literature. 
For older readers the publ shers will issue “ The 
Graphic History of the British Empire,” giving 
the great movements—political, social, education¬ 
al and religious—that have made up English his¬ 
tory from Celtic times to the Jubilee of Queen 
Victoria; Charles Watterton’s “ Wanderings in 
South America; ” a new cheap edition of “ Birds 
and Flowers,” by Mary Hewitt, illustrated by 
upwards of 100 engravings of the world renowned 
bird-pictures of Giacomelli; and R. M. Ballan- 
tyne’s new novel, “ The Buffalo Runner,” a tale 
of the Red River Plains. Of religious interest 
will be “ My Counsellor,” HolySripture arranged 
as morning and evening meditations through¬ 
out the year, printed in red and black with car¬ 
mine borders on the famous “ Oxford India 
paper; ” “ Hospice of the Pilgrim,” by J. R. 
Macduff, comprising thoughts on the text “Come 
unto Me,” and on thirty-one rest texts linked 
with it, also printed with carmine borders; “ In a 
Country Manse,” reminiscences of life and work 
by Rev. Dr. J. W. Taylor; and a new edition 
of “ Winsome Christianity,” by Rev. Richard 
Glover.

Two new atlases, the work of 
John Bartholomew, are in preparation. “ The 
Globe Hand Atlas” will be a series of fifty-four 
maps, illustrating political, physical, commercial, 
astronomical and classical geography; also sixty 
sectional maps of important cities and districts, 
and a general index giving the situation, latitude 
and longitude of over 5000 places throughout the 
world; and “The Popular Hand Atlas of the 
World” will have descriptive index of 35,000 
places, sixty full page maps with all recent dis¬ 
coveries and political changes in the continent of 
Africa and other parts of the world, and will be 
invaluable for reference and general use. 

Nims & Knight have in preparation a long 
line of holiday gift-books. Their Newstead edi¬ 
tion of “ Childe Harold” will be profusely illus¬ 
trated with wood-cuts prepared under the super¬ 
vision of A. V. P. Anthony, and will also have 
thirty photogravures illustrating the scenery, art 
and architecture mentioned in Byron’s ringing 
verse ; “ Westminster Abbey” will be a series of 
original etchings representing both the exterior 


and interior of the Abbey ; and “ By Stream 
and Roadside ” will contain ten photogravures 
of English scenery and rural life, from original 
photographs by Dr. J. L. Williams, printed on 
Japan paper, the cover to be tinted plastic board 
with photogravure designs. William Winter’s 
“ Shakespeare’s England ” and “ Gray Days and 
Gold ” will be made into two little dainty vol¬ 
umes, each illustrated with twelve photogravures 
showing the scenery and architecture he de¬ 
scribes in his delightful reports of travel and 
thought in England and Scotland. In the series 
they have christened Red Letter Classics they an¬ 
nounce Sterne’s “ Sentimental Journal,” illustra¬ 
ted by Maurice Leloir, and Hal6vy’s “ The Abb6

to issue in holiday shape. A long line of calen¬ 
dars will be found in classified list under the 
heading of Birthday-Books, Calendars, etc. 

T. B. Peterson & Brothers announce as in 
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press “ The Lost Colony,” by James F. Ray¬ 
mond, a story of the South during the time of 
war and peril ; “ Under Lock and Key,” by T. 
W. Speight ; “Myrtle Lawn,”by Robert E. Bal¬ 
lard ; and new editions of all their popular works. 
They call special attention to a new edition of 
“ Hans Breitmann’s Ballads,” containing Le- 
land’s five books of “ Breitmann ” in one volume, 
and also new editions of “ The Lawrence Recit¬ 
er ” and of “ The American Code of Manners.”

M. Gregory. There will also be some new books 
for boys by the author of " Miss Toosey’s Mis¬ 
sion,” Gordon Stables, Dr. Macaulay, etc., but the 
titles are not yet announced. 

L. Prang & Co. year by year prepare more 
and better holiday publications for >heir immense 
market. A beautiful text is the subject of the new 
art-work, “ No Sect in Heaven,” proving that all 
sects dying in righteousness will reach the heaven 
in which they believe, and will find they have un¬ 
consciously lost the sectarian spirit in their jour¬ 
ney towards a common hope. This pretty book is 
illustrated and engrossed by F. Schuyler Mathews, 
and is published in an illuminated cover. “ Places 
that Our Lord Loved ” is an art book descriptive 
of the journeyings of Christ, the text prepared by 
Archdeacon Frederick W. Farrar, of whom there 
is a portrait, and the illustrations of water-color 
and pen-and-ink sketches being again the work of 
F. Schuyler Mathews, who has drawn pictures of 
Nazareth, the Sea of Galilee, Capernaum, Jerusa¬ 
lem, the lonely little hamlet of Bethany and the 
Garden of Gethsemane. It is, however, in pict¬ 
ures of children, shape novelties and calendars 
that the house shows its best art-work, most of 
which is of American design, and all executed on 
American soil in theirgreat establishment in Bos¬ 
ton. “The Little Rogue” shows a laughing, 
blue-eyed child with head held forward in a ro¬ 
guish way, a smile of mischief on the bright 
little face ; “A Hearty Laugh ” shows the “ little 
rogue’s ” brother, who has been amused with his 
pranks and has laughed until he has stopped orf 
breath ; “Maud and 1 Jack” show two prettily 
contrasted heads in monochrdme; “ The Pro¬ 
gressive Laugh ” gives four views of a baby’s face 
gradually changing from bright anticipation to 
the ecstasies of delightful realization, showing 
the artist has an ideal conception of childish na¬ 
ture ; and “ The Children’s Party ’’showsa group 
consisting of a girl playing on a miniature piano, 
a boy sawing away on a tin violin, another girl 
blowing on a tin horn, and the remainder of 
the party are instructing their dolls how to dance 
to the music of the impromptu orchestra. The 
shape booklets this year are most tempting. “ A 
Day’s Fishing ” is in the shape of a sportsman’s 
basket, a fishing-reel making the imitation most 
realistic, while humorous verses and illustra¬ 
tions deal with the experience of an amateur en¬ 
thusiast who martyrs himself for the sake of 
catching a half-pound trout. But their name is 
legion, and all will prove a good investment.

The depart¬ 
ment of history and biography is especially rich 
in announcements of important books. “The 
Young Emperor William II. of Germany,” by 
Harold Frederic, has just been issued, and is a 
minute study of character development on a 
throne, told with all the interest and grace of the 
author of “ The Lily of the Valley,” “The Law- 
ton Girl,” etc.; “ The Life of Thomas Paine,” 
by Moncure D. Conway, will be issued in two 
illustrated volumes, giving a vast array of facts 
gathered from a large mass of documents buried 
in the archives of various countries and person¬ 
ally searched out by Mr. Conway; “The Life 
and Correspondence of George Mason, of Vir¬ 
ginia,” edited by Kate Mason Rowland, will have 
an introduction by General Fitzhugh Lee, point¬ 
ing out his labors for the sovereignty of the 
States and the protection of the inalienable rights 
of their inhabitants, a work also to be issued in 
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two volumes, with a portrait of Mason and a fac¬ 
simile Bill of Rights; and volumes IV. and V. of

the close of the year. “ Sir Philip Sidney,” in 
which H. R. Fox-Bourne will describe the chiv¬ 
alry of England, and “ Julius Caesar,” in which W.

J. Ellis, is just ready, and “ Abraham Lincoln ” 
and “ Charles H. Spurgeon ” are in press. The 
publishers have in preparation a long line of re¬ 
ligious works, of which the more important are a 
new and thoroughly revised edition of Rev. 
James Stalker’s “ Life of Christ ; ” “The Great 
Prophecies Concerning the Gentiles, the Jews 
and the Church of God;” “Earth’s Earliest 
Ages and Their Connection with Modern Spirit¬ 
ualism and Theosophy,” by G. H. Pember; 
“ Bible Difficulties and How to Meet Them,” a 
series of talks by an able list of contributors ; 
“The Larger Christ,” by Rev. George D. Her¬ 
ron ; “ Pegs for Preachers—Points for Work¬ 
ers,” by Charles Inglis ; “ The Blessed Life,” by 
N. J. Hofmeyer, etc. Specially addressed to 
younger Christians will be “ Christian Nurture,” 
by Rev. Lee M. Heilman, tracing the spiritual 
law of education from infancy to complete life ; 
“How to Mark Your Bible,” by Mrs. Stephen 
Menzies, with introduction and preparatory notes 
by D. L. Moody ; “ First Battles and How to 
Fight Them,” by Frederick A. Atkins, author 
of “ Moral Muscle ” and editor of The Young 
Man; a Bible Series in three volumes by Dr. 
Richard Newton, and a Pilgrim Series in five 
volumes by Rev. William W. Newton, all the 
books in both series to be sold separately. They 
have begun a third series in their Missionary 
Biographies by the addition of ‘ David Brainerd,” 
missionary to the North American Indians. 
Each series comprises six 12mo volumes, and they 
are intended for general use as educators of the 
young, and as a means of general stimulation to 


the missionary spirit. Rev. Richard Newton’s 
juvenile works, the plates of which passed into 
the hands of the Fleming H. Revell Company, 
New York and Chicago, at the recent retire¬ 
ment of Carter Bros., are now ready in an 
entirely new binding and with original ink de¬ 
signs on cover, in three series, which are 
styled the Bible , Life and Wonder Series . 
Each comprises three volumes and will be 
sold at the uniform rate of $1, either in a 
box or separately. The Revell Co. are agents 
in New York for the publications of Flood & 
Vincent, of Meadville, Pa., and sole agents for 
the Religious Tract Society, and announce many 
titles for immediate issue. These will be found 
in classified list under heading of Juvenile Litera¬ 
ture. 

Roberts Brothers have made arrange¬ 
ments to bring out a goodly number of volumes 
this fall, all selected with the judgment and taste 
that distinguish the house. They have just ready 
a volume of “Sermons,” by William Henry 
Hedge, and will soon issue a new edition of James 
Martineau’s “ Hours of Thought ” and an exami¬ 
nation of ethics in the light of modern science by 
Rev. James Thompson Bixby, which will be en¬ 
titled “The Crisis in Morals.” The third vol¬ 
ume of Renan’s “Historyof the People of Is¬ 
rael” is also just ready and covers from the 
time of Hezekiah to the return from Babylon. 
Several good works of fiction are in preparation. 
There will “be a new novel by George Meredith, 
called “Tragic Comedians,” tt) be published 
simultaneously in England and America; Balzac’s 
“ An Historical Mystery,” one of Miss Worme- 
ley’s admirable translations, and more of her ar¬ 
tistic work has been put into the translations of 
several short stories by Paul Bourget, which will 
be issued in two volumes under the title “ Pastels 
of Men,” of which volume 1 will contain “ A 
Saint,” “ M. Legrimandet,” “ Two Little Boys,” 
“ M. Vible’s Brother ” and “ Marcel,” and volume 
2 will contain “ Maurice Olivier,” “ A Gambler,” 
“ Jaques Molan,” “ Un Humble” and “ Cor- 
seques.” William Morris, the imaginative writer 
of News from Nowhere,” will have ready an¬ 
other book of speculation and prophecy to be en¬ 
titled "The Story of the Glittering Plain, which 
has also been called the Land of Living Men or 
the Acre of the Undying.” A limited edition of 
500 copies of this novel will be printed on fine laid 
paper from an original and tasteful font of type, 
which was designed by Mr. Morris together with 
the wood-cut ornamental letters and side-borders. 
This house will also bring out the first Ameri¬ 
can edition of F. C. Burnand’s “ More Happy 
Thoughts,” and will also issue a volume to be 
called “ Happy Thoughts Complete,” which will 
contain “ “ Happy Thoughts,” “More Happy 
Thoughts” and “ Our Yacht;” and there will be 
new editions bound in popular arabesque style of 
E. E. Hale’s “Man without a Country” and 
Jean Ingelow’s “ Songs of Seven.’’ Several 
volumes of poetry are announced. A second 
series of “ Emily Dickinson’s Poems,” edited by 
T. W. Higginson and Mabel Loomis Todd, will 
be brought out, with a preface by Mrs. Todd and 
an autograph letter from Mrs. Helen Jackson to 
Emily Dickinson. A small quarto uniquely and 
tastefully bound will be “ A Calendar of Son¬ 
nets,” by Helen Jackson, giving a sonnet for 
each month, twelve full-page illustrations by 
Emil Bayard, twenty-four vignettes to the text by 
E. H. Garrett and a portrait of H. H. printed by 
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John Wilson & Son at the University Press; and 
other pretty volumes of verse will be “ Lovers’ 
Year-Book of Poetry,” edited by Parker Chandler, 
of which only the first volume, covering from 
January to June, will be ready this year. “ Roses 
of Romance,” selected from poems of John 
Keats by E. H. Garrett, who will also make the 
illustrations; and “ Flowers of Fancy,” selected 
from the works of Percy Bysshe Shelley by the 
same compiler and artist. About a dozen ju¬ 
veniles will also be ready for the holidays. The 
story of American bravery and self-sacrifice 
which Elizabeth Stuart Phelps Ward and Herbert 
D. Ward originally contributed to The Youth's 
Companion will be brought out in book-form with 
thirty illustrations by Frank Merrill; “Jolly 
Good Times at Hackmatack” will be a welcome 
volume by Mary P. Wells Smith, author of 
“ Jolly Good Times,” “ Their Canoe Trip,” etc. 
“ Old Rough the Miser” will be the title of Lily 
Wesselhoeft’s new story; “Jack o’ Dreams” will 
be a child’s story-book by Julie M. Lippmann, il¬ 
lustrated by Jessie McDermott; Prof. John Trow¬ 
bridge, of Harvard University, has written a 
story of the career of Greatman and Greatthings 
to be called “ The Electrical Boy; ” A. G. Plymp- 
ton, author of “ Dear Daughter Dorothy,” will 
have a new book to be called “ Betty the Butter¬ 
fly ” and to be illustrated by the author; Clyde 
Fitch will have a volume of short stories illus¬ 
trated by Virginia Gerson, under the title “ The 
Knighting of the Twins,” and there will be a final 
collection of stories by Mrs. Ewing to be called 
“ Last Words.” 

Harold Roorbacii will issue fifteen or twenty 
new plays and dialogues during the fall, of which 
the titles are given in the classified list in this 
issue under the heading Sports, Amusements, etc. 

George Routledge & Sons will issue an 
Edition de luxe , limited to 500 copies for Eng¬ 
land and America, of Bulwer Lytton’s “ Pilgrims 
of the Rhine,” to be printed on extra-fine paper 
and illustrated “with full-page steel-plates; and a 
Mignon edition of “Shakespeare’s Works,” 
edited by Charles Knight, to be published in six 
volumes, printed with red lines on Bible paper, 
with 370 of Sir John Gilbert’s illustrations, and 
to be bound in cloth, imitation seal, imitation 
morocco, alsatian and calf. Of the latter there 
will also be a large-paper edition, limited to 500 
numbered copies, uncut. This house has ar¬ 
ranged to publish a series of monthly volumes, 
edited by Henry Morley, to be known as Com¬ 
panion Poets , of which “ Aytoun’s Lays of the 
Scottish Cavaliers,” a “ Bundle of Ballads,” 
and “ Poems by George Wither” will appear 
at once. These books will be narrow i6mos, 
printed with red lines on good thin paper and 
bound in blue cloth. There will also be a 
large-paper edition, limited to 500 copies for 
England and America. Prof. Morley’s “ Books 
and Papers, 1850-1866,” in eight volumes, will 
be ready shortly. A reissue in cheap, convenient 
and durable form of the “ Hundred Books,”com¬ 
mended by Sir John Lubbock in his lecture be¬ 
fore the Workingmen’s College at London, is 
also planned, and nine volumes are already in 
preparation: “Herodotus,” from the text of 
Baehr, edited by Henry Cary; Darwin’s “Natu¬ 
ralist’s Voyage in the Beagle; ” “ The Meditations 
of Marcus Aurelius; ” “ The Teaching of Epicte¬ 
tus;” Bacon’s “ Essays;” Mill’s“ Principles of Po¬ 
litical Economy;” Carlyle’s “History of the French 
Revolution;” YVhite’s ‘‘Natural History of Sel- 


bourne,” and Homer’s “ Iliad” and “Odyssey ” 
in Pope’s translation. Dr. Foreau de Cour- 
melles’ “Hypnotism,” translated from the 
French by Laura Ensor, will have forty-two illus¬ 
trations; and there will be a new edition of M. G. 
Mulhall’s “ Dictionary of Statistics,” to be pub¬ 
lished in ten parts, six of which are now ready. 
The Routledges always have a long line of 
children’s books, and do not fall below their 
average this year in announcements for younger 
readers. A new edition is promised of Rev. H. 
C. Adams’ “ Tales of Charlton School,” with fifty 
illustrations by F. A. Fraser; Hugh Craig’s 
“Great Arctic Travellers,” a comprehensive 
summary of Arctic and Antarctic discovery and 
adventure, will have many portraits and other il¬ 
lustrations, and his “ Napoleon Bonaparte ” will 
give a history for young readers of this great 
soldier, statesman, emperor and exile, illustrated 
with several hundred pictures; J. R. Johnson’s 
“The Parachute and other bad shots” will 
have illustrations by Charles E. Brock; and 
there is promised “A Book of Notable Voyages,” 
also very fully illustrated; Agnes Sadlier’s 
“ Heroes of History ” in words of o..e syllable; 
and a “Young Folk’s Life of Christ,” with fifty- 
six illustrations. In the line of sports and 
amusements the publishers will issue four new 
books by Professor Hoffmann, entitled “ Bacca¬ 
rat, Fair and Foul;” “Illustrated Book of 
Patience Games,” with many diagrams printed 
in red and black; “ Book of Skat,” the most 
popular of German card-games; and “ Home 
Gymnastics,” a manual for people of all ages. 
“Kate Greenaway’s Almanack” will also be 
ready for 1892, with original designs printed in 
colors by Edmund Evans and many varieties of 
pretty bindings. 

F. J. Schulte & Co., Chicago, have just issued 
a new novel by Ignatius Donnelly, entitled “ Dr. 
Huguet,” as original in conception as “Caesar’s 
Column.” It deals with the race question and 
its practical consequences as shown in the rela¬ 
tions of the whites and blacks in the South. A new 
novel by Opie Read (the “ Arkansaw Traveller ”) 
is forthcoming, entitled “ Emmett Bonlore,” 
to which the author has devoted years of the 
careful work which made his “ A Kentucky 
.Colonel” so interesting a picture of Western life 
and customs. A collection of short stories by 
Opie Read is also promised, which have been 
carefully chosen to represent his, best work. 
Other works of fiction to be issued by this firm 
are “ The Exile,” by Forrest Crissey, a story of 
the Canadian rebellion of 1837 ; “ Washington 
Brown, Farmer,” by Leroy Armstrong; “A 
Honeymoon and Other Moons,” by Stanley 
Waterloo; “An Honest Lawyer,” by Alvah 
Milton Kerr; “With Hooks of Steel,” by 
“ Angela ; ” and a number of other tales, all by 
Western and Southern writers. A volume full 
of interesting facts will be “ Thirty-five Years of 
Personal Reminiscences in Journalism,” by 
Franc B. Wilkie (“ Poliuto”) ; “ Francis Bacon 
and His Secret Society,” by Mrs. Henry Pott ; 
and “Sex and Life,” by Dr. Eli F. Brown, 
author of “The House I Live In.” There 
will also be a drama, of which the author’s 
name is still withheld, which will be called 
“ The Queens.” 

Charles Scribner’s Sons’ fall announcements 
include an unusually large number of important 
works. At the head of the list stands a new book 
by Edward Whymper, the famous author of 
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“ Scrambles Among the Alps,” whose narrative 
of the fatal first ascent of the Matterhorn is as 
thrilling a story of perils as was ever written. 
Mr. Whymper’s new book relates to a fresh field, 
“ Travels Amongst the Great Andes of the Equa¬ 
tor/ and is as entertaining a volume of adventure 
and discovery as its world-renowned predecessor. 
The book contains no fewer than 140 original il¬ 
lustrations, many of them full-page, drawn by va¬ 
rious artists and engraved by the author. A 
supplementary appendix to Mr. Whymper’s book 
contains contributions on the zoological collec¬ 
tions which he made, nearly 100 of the specimens 
being new to science. There is also a pamphlet 
by him on “ How to Use the Aneroid Barome¬ 
ter.” Captain John G. Bourke is the author of an 
illustrated volume, “ On the Border with Crook,” 
which gives a very complete picture of the ad¬ 
venturous border life of an active army officer 
and an account of the character and achievements 
• >f Gen. Crook, with whom the author was inti¬ 
mately associated during many years. In a work in 
three volumes, “ The Life, Correspondence and 
Speeches of Patrick Henry,” by his grandson, 
William Wirt Henry, will be found an adequate, 
authoritative and definitive biography of a revolu¬ 
tionary patriot whose lomantic figure and at¬ 
tractive personality have made him the idol of 
the popular imagination. The work is based on 
a great deal of new material. One of the most 
charming of the holiday volumes will be Sir Ed¬ 
win Arnold’s “ Japonica,” made up of the series 
of papers, thoroughly revised, which attracted 
such wide attention when they appeared in Scrib¬ 
ner's Magazine. These will be supplemented by 
a new introductory essay. These graceful and 
sympathetic studies of Japanese society and 
manners will be illustrated by Robert Blum’s re¬ 
markable series of sketches made during his resi¬ 
dence of more than a year in Japan, where he 
was sent by the publishers. *‘ Ocean Steam¬ 
ships,” treating of the construction, development, 
management and appliances of tne great At¬ 
lantic liners, is a most important contribution to 
popular knowledge on this interesting subject. 
The authors are Commander Chadwick and 
Lieutenants Hunt and Kelley, of the United 
States Navy ; J. H. Gould, W. H. Rideing 
and A. E. Seaton, of England. There are more 
than 100 illustrations, each one of which has been 
made with especial care as to its accuracy as well 
as its artistic arrangement. ’‘Across Russia” 
is the title -of a fascinating book of travels, in 
which Dr. Charles A. Stoddard, editor of the New 
York Observer , describes a journey from the 
Baltic to the Danube. The Russian people, 
their institutions, religion and business are por¬ 
trayed with sympathy and insight. James An¬ 
thony Froude has written a new book which will 
attract wide notice, “ The Divorce of Catherine 
of Aragon,” being the fruit of the distinguished 
historian’s later studies in a field which he has 
made particularly his own. A volume of “ His¬ 
torical Essays,” by Henry Adams, whose “ His¬ 
tory of the United States ” has given him a high 
rank among historical writers, comprises nine 
papers on topics rich in interest for the scholar, 
the historical student and the general public. 
Mrs. Alice Morse Earle is the author of a most 
piquant contribution to Puritan sociology, “The 
Sabbath in Puritan New England.” The plan of 
the American History Series contemplates five 
volumes containing a connected history of the 
United States from the discovery of America 
.to the present time, divided into four distinct 


epochs, each of which is treated by a writer of 
eminence and of special authority in this field. 
The first volume,which is expected to be ready 
this autumn, will be “ Discovery and Coloniza¬ 
tion,” by Prof. George P. Fisher, of Yale. Other 
volumes in preparation are: “ The French War 
and the Revolution,” by Prof. W. M. Sloane, 
of Princeton ; “ The Adoption of the Constitution 
and National Consolidation,” by President F. A. 
Walker, of the Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology ; and “ From the Conclusion of Peace in 
1815 to the End of Reconstruction ” (2 vols.), by 
Prof. J. W. Burgess, of Columbia. Elizabeth 
Stuart Phelps (Mrs. Ward), the famous author of 
“ Gates Ajar,” etc., has written a memoir of her 
father which is called “The Life of Austin 
Phelps.” Under the general title of “ The Great 
Educators ” the Scribners announce a series of 
volumes giving concise, comprehensive accounts 
of the leading movements in educational thought, 
grouped about the personalities that have in¬ 
fluenced them. The early volumes in the series 
will be “ Aristotle and the Ancient Educational 
Ideals,” by Thomas Davidson, LL.D.,and “ Loy¬ 
ola and the Educational System of the Jesuits,” 
by the Rev. Thomas Hughes, S.J., Detroit Col¬ 
lege. Other volumes to follow will treat of 
“ Alcuin and the Rise of the Christian Schools ;” 
“ Abelard and the Origin and Early History of 
Universities ;” “ Pestalozzi; or, The Friend and 
Student of Children;” “Froebel;” “ Horace Mann, 
and Public Education in the United States;” 
“ Rousseau and Education according to Na¬ 
ture ; ” “ Herbart and Modern German Educa¬ 
tion,” and “Thomas Arnold and the English 
Education of To-day.” Four volumes are an¬ 
nounced for immediate publication in the Univer¬ 
sity Extension Manuals. They will be issued 
simultaneously in England and America. The 
first four to be issued will be “ The Use and 
Abuse of Money,” by Dr. W. Cunningham, of 
Trinity College, Cambridge ; “ The Fine Arts,” 
by Prof. G. Baldwin Brown, of the University of 
Edinburgh ; “ The Philosophy of the Beautiful,” 
by William Knight, of the University of St. 
Andrews, and “ English Colonization and Em¬ 
pire,” with maps, by A. Caldecott, of St. John’s 
College, Cambridge. The prime merit of Pro¬ 
fessor James K. Hosmer’s “Short History of 
German Literature” is that the attention of the 
reader is concentrated upon the epoch-making 
men and books, the authors of comparatively 
little influence being passed over. In “Nature 
and Man in America ” Prof. N. S. Shaler, of 
Harvard, discusses the effect upon the American 
character and temperament of the variations in 
different localities of soil, climate and other 
factors in man’s environment. A new edition, 
made from new plates, is announced of John 
Rae’sstandard work, “ Contemporary Socialism,” 
which contains chapters nearly or entirely new 
on recent developments among the social forces at 
work in all directions. A new volume of stories 
by Thomas Nelson Page, the author of “ In Ole 
Virginia” and other popular books, is called 
“ Elsket, and Other Stories.” The scenes of 
some of these stories are laid abroad, while others 
relate to Virginia life, a field in which the author 
is unrivalled. A new book by the author of 
“ How to be Happy Though Married ” is en¬ 
titled “ The Business of Life.” It is full of wit 
and wisdom and is very entertaining reading. 
Two new volumes, completing the list of those 
treating of the Revolutionary and Napoleonic 
eras, are published in the Famous Women of the 
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French Court. They are “ Marie Antoinette at 
the Tuileries” and “Marie Antoinette and the 
Downfall of Royalty.” “ The High-Top Sweet¬ 
ing and other poems ” is the suggestive title of a 
volume of verse by Elizabeth Akers. The publi¬ 
cation of a new and cheaper edition of “ Sidney 
Lanier’s Poems ” will direct attention afresh to 
the work of an American poet whose genius is 
securing wider recognition every year. The vol¬ 
ume is edited by the author’s wife, and contains 
a portraic and a memorial by William Hayes 
Ward. Dr. Henry Van Dyke has revised his 
volume, “ The Poetry of Tennyson,” adding to 
it several chapters on the study of the poet and 
on his later verse, a portrait of Tennyson and a 
fuller bibliography. Several importont theolog¬ 
ical works are in the Scribners’fall list. The first 
volume in the International Theological Library 
will be “ The Literature of the Old Testament,” 
by Prof. S. R. Driver, which embodies the re¬ 
sults of the latest scientific investigations of 
the contents and structure of the several books 
of the Old Testament. The titles of the other 
volumes in preparation for this library as well 
as of their other theological works will be found 
under the heading of Religion in the classi¬ 
fied list elsewhere in this issue. The Scrib¬ 
ners have a larger list than usual of juvenile 
books for publication this season. There are 
three new stories, printed from type set in this 
country, and copyrighted, by G. A. Henty, 
the popular English writer of boys’ stories. The 
t ties of Mr. Henty’s new books are “ The Dash 
for Khartoum : a tale of the Nile expedition 
“ Redskin and Covyboy : a tale of the Western 
plains 'ar8r , ' v Held Fast for England : a tale 
of the siege of Gibraltar.” All are fully illus; 
trated and handsomely bound. In “ Among the 
Camps, or, young people’s stories of the war,” 
Thomas Nelson Page, the author of “ Two Little 
Confederates,” has gathered a group of four 
stories, the scenes all being laid in Virginia, 
and the narratives dealing with the incidents 
and adventures of the war in which these lads 
and lassies of the Old Dominion took part. 
Every boy who is a lover of healthy, manly 
out-of-door sports will be deeply interested in 
a volume of “Stories for Boys,” by Richard 
Harding Davis, the author of “ Gallegher,” 
etc. Mr. Davis gives rattling and exciting sto¬ 
ries of baseball, football, tennis, boating, and 
other contests, full of snap and dash. W. 
E. Henley has compiled a volume of verses 
lor boys called “ Lyra Heroica,” containing se¬ 
lections of poems from Shakespeare to Kipling, 
which by their graphic story-telling power will 
make a special appeal to young readers. “ A 
New Mexico David, and other stories and sketch¬ 
es of the Southwest,” is the title of a book by 
Charles F. Lummis, in which he makes excellent 
use of the novel and interesting materials which 
the wild life of this unknown region offers for 
stories. Noah Brooks has written a companion 
volume to his “ Boy Emigrants,” a new edition 
of which is also published. It is called “The 
Boy Settlers,” and is a vivid and spirited account 
of Kansas in the exciting days before the war. The 
scenes of “ The Pilots of Pomona,” by Robert 
Leighton, are laid in an unfamiliar region—the 
Orkney Islands. The narrative of the advent¬ 
ures of the young hero is of breathless interest. 
A second volume of Miss Henrietta C. Wright’s 
“ Children’s Stories in English Literature ” takes 
the reader from Shakespeare to Tennyson, thus 
completing the work. 


Charles Scribner’s Sons’ Importations.— 
That the recent consolidation of the interests of 
the business formerly done under the firm-name 
of Scribner & Welford with those of Charles Scrib¬ 
ner’s Sons has not in any way lessened the ac¬ 
tivity ol that branch of the firm may be gathered 
from the following selection of their most im¬ 
portant forthcoming English books. For a full 
list we must refer to their advertising pages and 
our classified list elsewhere in this issue. Very 
handsome editions of descriptive and historical 
works take precedence. “ Captain Gronow’s 
Reminiscences and Recollections” will give an 
account of the eventful period of English history 
bounded by the years 1810-1S60, which Captain 
Gronow’s position gave him special opportunities 
to study. The book is full of anecdotes of camps, 
courts, clubs and society, the writer having been 
thrown among the famous soldiers, statesmen, 
men of letters, theatrical people and other 
celebrities of his day. The work will be issued 
in two volumes, with portrait and thirty-three 
plates colored by hand by Joseph Congo. Equal¬ 
ly beautiful will be the editions announced of 
Villari’s “ The Life and Times of Nicolo Machia- 
velli,” now augmented by the author, and re¬ 
vised by. the translator, Madame Linda Villari, 
and “ The Life and Times of Girolamo Savon¬ 
arola,” each in two volumes, with portraits and 
illustrations in photogravure. Uniform with 
“ Fanny Burney and Her Friends,” “ Horace 
Walpole” and “ Mrs. Thrale ” will be “Lady 
Mary Wortley Montagu and Her Friends,” 
edited by Mr. Roper, of King’s College, Cam¬ 
bridge, and illustrated with portraits on copper 
of Lady Montagu, her husband and son, Pope, 
Congreve, Richardson, Swift, the Duchess of 
Marlborough and Queen Caroline. “ The Camp¬ 
fires of the Everglades, or. wild sports in the 
South,” by Charles E. Whitehead, will derive 
special interest from the fact that it will be a 
book on an American subject written by a New 
Yorker and brought out in England, richly illus¬ 
trated with etchings, photogravures, wood-cuts 
etc. “ London City : its people, streets, traffic, 
buildings and history,” will be perhaps the most 
beautifully and profusely illustrated art-book ever 
attempted. The text has been written by Mr.

The English Illustrated Magazine will begin its 
ninth volume with the October issue. It will open 
its first number of the new volume with some in¬ 
teresting articles.

" Tom Brown’s School-Days ” will appear as a 
frontispiece. In future every article will be il¬ 
lustrated, and a complete story and a short 
serial one will appear with every number. Mr. 
Clark Russell is to give one of his delightful 
sea romances, entitled “ A Strange Elopement,” 
illustrated by Mr. Overend, and Mr. Frank Harris 
has written an exciting episode, entitled " The 
Sheriff and His Partner,” which will be pictured 
by Mr. Almond. 

The Century has had in preparation for a year 
or two a series of illustrated articles on “The 
Jews in New York,” written by Dr. Richard 
Wheatley. They deal with many phases of the

NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 

The second volume of Professor A. Weber’s 
Catalogue raisonne of the Sanskrit and Prakrit 
manuscripts in the Royal Library of Berlin is ap¬ 
proaching completion. Only the Indices (about 
30,000 entries) require arranging. Of its 1202 
quarto pages text no less than 7S7 deal with 
Jaina literature; these constitute the most valu¬ 
able portion of the work as supplying rich au¬ 
thentic materials for the study of that religion. 

John Vance Cheney, librarian of the San 
Francisco Free Public Library, has recently 
issued an important catalogue of “ Classified 
English Prose Fiction, including Translations 
and Juvenile Works.” The classification is 
varied, divided, for instance, into biographical 
stories, ghost stories, legal tales, musical novels, 
tales of the useful arts, etc.; but the geographical 
subdivisions are most insisted upon. Under each 
topic, as Animals, Astronomy, Aerial voyages, 
there are references to serious works in the same 
library, carefully selected; under each country, 
references to books of travel and history; under 
the more important authors, references to bi¬ 
ographies or critical appreciation of them. 
Countries, like Austria, England, or the United 
States, and famous towns, like Boston, have the 
appropriate novels arranged under them by 
periods, institutions (slavery), events (the civil 
war), etc. The contents of books of short stories 
are stated, and the Seaside Library (pocket 
edition) is catalogued in full. A useful division 
is Books and Readings, with its lists of authors 
for boys, for girls, for little ones; and full lists of 
good books for the young. A topical index adds 
to the value of the catalogue. (300 p. 8°.)

Charles Francis Adams. 

Three Episodes in Massachusetts History. By Charles Francis 
Adams, author of “Richard Henry Dana,” etc. With two Maps. 2 
vols. i2mo. 

The first Episode deals exhaustively with the settlement of Massachusetts 
Bay, showing the struggle which took place between the royal party repre¬ 
sented by Sir Ferdinando Gorges, and the Puritans led by John Winthrop. 
This story has never been fully written before, and Mr. Adams here shows 
the dose connection between Gorges and Archbishop Laud. In this Epi¬ 
sode the stories of the Maypole of Merrymount and of Miles Standish’s 
struggle with the Indians at Wessagusset are also told, the latter correcting 
some errors in Longfellow’s poems. 

The second Episode deals with the early religious dispute in Massachu¬ 
setts known as the Antinomian controversy, the account of which is now 
for the first time written from a modern or agnostic point of view. The 
story is a most interesting one, and many of the conclusions reached by pre¬ 
vious writers are controverted. A vivid picture is given of the theological, 
social, and intellectual condition of New England in 1630-40. 

The third Episode, the material for which is drawn from local records, 
diaries, letters, etc., of Braintree and Quincy, describes the slow growth and 
gradual development of a Massachusetts town from 1640 to 1890, and is 
practically a close study, from original sources, of New England town gov¬ 
ernment, its origin, methods, and results. Braintree and Quincy are taken 
merely as typical; matters of detail, or of purely local interest, are avoided, 
and the modes of thought and action, political, religious, and moral, which 
contributed to the making of New England, are described, so far as possi¬ 
ble, in the language of the time. The whole is thus studied in one of the 
component parts. 

Dante Alighieri. 

The Divine Comedy of Dante Alighieri. Translated by Charles 
Eliot Norton, Professor of the History of Art in Harvard University. 
With Notes. In three volumes, crown 8vo, $1.50 each. 
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No English prose translation of all of the Divine Comedy by a single 
translator has ever yet been made. One or two of its three parts have 
been translated, and in some instances — notably the Inferno by Dr. John 
Carlyle — with excellent success. Professor Norton’s translation will fur¬ 
nish an English version of this great classic, of uniform style throughout 
and of uniform excellence, for Professor Norton is recognized in America 
and in Europe as not only one of the best Dante scholars, but as one of the 
few masters of English prose. 

His translation is as literal as is consistent with good English. It is not 
a paraphrase, but Dante’s own words are rendered in English words as 
nearly corresponding to them as the genius of the language permits. 

Dante’s Eleven Letters. Translated into English by Charles S. 

Latham, with Introduction and Notes. With an Introductory Chap¬ 
ter by Professor Charles Eliot Norton. 1 vol. crown 8vo. 

The Letters of Dante have never been published in this country in an 
English version, if at all. Mr. Latham’s translation secured a prize from 
the Dante Society for its excellence. Professor Norton writes an introduc¬ 
tory chapter, giving an account of the pathetic circumstances under which 
the translation was made, and testifying to its admirable character. The 
several Letters have introductions and explanatory notes. 

American Commonwealths. 

Twelve volumes have already appeared in this series ; and they show what 
elements of political, social, religious, industrial, and commercial character 
have been contributed to the evolution of the nation by the several States 
so far included. Two new volumes will probably be added to the series the 
coming season : — 

Vermont. By Rowland E. Robinson. 

New Jersey. By Austin Scott, President of Rutgers College. 

Each, with map, i6mo, gilt top, $1.25. 

Vermont has the honor of being the first State added to the Union 
formed by the original Thirteen, and the higher honor of maintaining 
throughout her history a character for intelligence, lofty patriotism, and a 
resolute morality, such as few communities can claim. Vermonters are 
naturally and justly proud of their State ; and Mr. Robinson, who is an 
honored son of Vermont, shows how valid is their pride. 

New Jersey had an active and varied experience prior to the Revolution, 
under the Dutch, English, and Quakers ; and during the Revolution its 
position made it the theatre of many of the most important movements. 
All this and whatever else is most significant in the history of New Jersey 
will be fitly commemorated by Dr. Scott. 

American Statesmen. 

A continuation of this notable series is in preparation, but not for publi¬ 
cation this season. It will be edited by Mr. John T. Morse, Jr., to whose good 
judgment is due no small part of the success of the series, and will include 
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five or more statesmen who rendered great public service in the epoch from 
1850 to the close of the war for the Union.

Betty Alden. By Jane G. Austin, author of “ A Nameless Nobleman,” 
“Standish of Standish,” “Doctor Le Baron and his Daughters,” etc. 
i6mo, £1.25. 

“Betty Alden” will form the second volume in a series of historical ro¬ 
mances of the Old Plymouth Colony, “ Standish of Standish ” being the first, 
“A Nameless Nobleman ” the third, and “Doctor Le Baron and his Daugh¬ 
ters” the fourth. Miles Standish is largely its hero, and his arrest of Mor¬ 
ton of Merry Mount is one of its most interesting incidents. The romantic 
story of Sir Christopher Gardiner is fully told. The heroine, Betty Alden, 
is a delightful maiden, with much of the brilliancy of her mother, Priscilla 
Molines, tempered by the strong sense of her father, John Alden. 

Like “ Standish of Standish,” this novel is full of the history and pictur¬ 
esque incidents of the early Pilgrim story, and is likely to be one of the most 
popular of Mrs. Aus.tin’s very successful books about the Old Plymouth 
Colony. 

Frank Bolles. 

Land of the Lingering Snow. Chronicles of a Stroller in New Eng¬ 
land from January to June. By Frank Bolles. i6mo. 

An out-door book containing twenty-six papers, giving an account of 
walks in Arlington, Belmont, Waverley, Fitchburg, Milton, Chocorua, and 
to Highland Light. They describe the scenery of these pleasant tours; 
mention the trees and flowers observed; speak of the birds noticed on the 
way, their habits and songs ; and record the impressions and thoughts which 
such leisurely tramps in scenes and circumstances so delightful would 
naturally inspire. 

Mary Hartwell Catherwood. 

The Lady of Fort St. John. By Mary Hartwell Catherwood, 
author of “The Romance of Dollard,” etc. £1.25. 

Fort St. John stood at the mouth of the St. John River, in New Bruns¬ 
wick, and held the fortunes of Charles de la Tour, one of the French lords 
of Acadia in the seventeenth century. Madame de la Tour, the “Lady” of 
the fort, is a charming character who performs, with heroic fidelity and 
queenly grace, all the stern and all the social duties which the time and cir¬ 
cumstances impose upon her. Among the characters are a “patroon ” from 
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the Hudson, a Swiss lieutenant, a dwarf witch-woman, two Jesuit priests, 
with others worthy of mention. The story is powerfully written and accu¬ 
rately portrays the thoughts and customs, the struggles and loyalties, of the 
epoch to which it relates. It is in scene, aim, and execution, one of the 
most significant novels of the season, 

Mrs. C. Van D. Chenoweth. 

Stories of the Saints. By Mrs. C. Van D. Chenoweth. New Edi¬ 
tion. With a frontispiece. i2mo, price reduced to $1.00. 

The saints whose quaint and marvelous legends are recorded in this vol¬ 
ume are St. George, St. David, St. Christopher, St. Denis, St. Catherine, 
the Hermit Saints, St. Francis of Assisi, St. Elizabeth of Hungary, and 
St. Patrick. 

The Christian Union pronounces the work “in the main very well done,” 
and adds : “The hagiography of the Roman Catholic Church has in it much 
which the world cannot afford to lose. Its myths afford beautiful parables 
of profound truths.” 

Lydia Maria Child. 

Letters of Lydia Maria Child. With a Biographical Introduction by 
J. G. Whittier, an Appendix by Wendell Phillips, and a Portrait. 
New Edition. i6mo, $1.25. 

A new and cheaper edition of a book of unusually interesting letters, 
revealing not a little of the noble and winning character of the writer, one 
of the best types of womanly heroism and sweetness. 

Helen Gray Cone. 

The Ride to the Lady and Other Poems. By Helen Gray Cone. 

1 vol. i6mo. 

A tasteful little volume containing some of the most genuine poetry 
which has been produced in this country for some years. There is a cer¬ 
tain individuality, with strength and delicacy of thought and sentiment, in 
Miss Cone’s poems, which gives them a special attraction and permanent 
literary value. 

Rose Terry Cooke. 

Huckleberries Gathered from New England Hills. A book of 
short stories. By Rose Terry Cooke, author of “ Steadfast,” “ Happy 
Dodd,” etc. 

Mrs. Cooke is generally conceded to be one of the best writers of short 
stories in America, and the English critics are accustomed to say that the 
short stories produced by American writers are the best in the world. In 
“ Huckleberries ” Mrs. Cooke has gathered a generous number of stories 
written by her within the few past years ; and it is sufficient description 
and commendation of them to say that they are of the same general class 
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with “Somebody’s Neighbors” and “The Sphinx’s Children.” Quite true 
of this book is The Christian Unions remark concerning one of Mrs. Cooke’s 
previous books : “ Each character seems to live before us as with unflagging 
interest we follow the simple outlines of the story in the quaint dialect that 
is so skillfully and truthfully handled. The descriptions of New England 
scenery and all the little details of daily life are written brightly and vividly, 
and as though the author thoroughly enjoyed her work.” 

G. W. Daniell. 

Bishop Wilberforce. By G. W. Daniell, M. A. With a Portrait. 
Crown 8vo, $1.00. 

Bishop Wilberforce held so conspicuous a position in the English Church, 
and was a man of so marked force and influence, that his right to a place 
among English religious leaders is beyond question. Mr. Daniell describes 
his early years and training; his ability and skill as archdeacon, dean, and 
bishop ; his experiences, trials, and achievements in the bishopric ; his rela¬ 
tion to the Broad Church and to Ritualism; and his literary influence and 
engaging personality. 

Ellen Russell Emerson. 

Masks, Heads, and Faces. With some Considerations respecting the 
Rise and Development of Art. By Ellen Russell Emerson, author 
of “ Indian Myths.” With many illustrations. 8vo. 

Mrs. Emerson’s book fills a somewhat unique place in literature, since it 
explains the earliest incentives to artistic expression. It claims to for¬ 
mulate the alphabet for conventionalized art. It shows the inception of the 
idea of portraiture, and that the construction of masks originated in emula¬ 
tion of the gods. Ceremonial dances are described, — these are the drama 
of the gods, the earliest masquerade ; and there is a chapter on comedy. 

Masks, pictographs, and hieroglyphic writing, ideal faces, with the series 
of heads of Mexican gods in their insignia from the Codex Rememsis, give 
a unique character to‘the volume. The book has many illustrations, among 
which lion and bird masks, Hellenic and Mexican, are conspicuous. There 
are Egyptian and Assyrian heads, Faces of the Renaissance, the rare Head 
of Christ by Puget, Heads of Zeus, Pompeiian mural decorations, groups of 
Indian dancers, the ghost-mask, and many others. 

John Fiske. 

The Discovery and Spanish Conquest of America. By John P'iske, 
author of “ The American Revolution,” “The Beginnings of New Eng¬ 
land,” “ The Critical Period of American History,” etc. With a steel 
Portrait of Mr. Fiske, reproductions of many old maps, several modern 
maps, facsimiles, and other illustrations. 2 vols., crown 8vo. 

This work forms the beginning of Mr. Fiske’s history of America. It is, 
perhaps, the most important single portion yet completed by him, and 
gives the results of vast research. It contains (i) a comprehensive survey 
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of aboriginal America in the light of the recent researches of Powell, 
Bandelier, and others, including some account of ancient Mexico and Cen¬ 
tral America; (2) one of the most elaborate discussions of the accounts of 
pre-Columbian voyages that they have ever received ; (3) an account of the 
mediaeval trade between Europe and Asia and its partial stoppage by the 
Turks ; (4) the attempts to find an “ outside route to the Indies,” — first by 
the Portuguese eastward, then by Columbus westward ; (5) discussions of 
many of the questions about Columbus raised by recent researches of Har* 
risse and others ; (6) an account of the discoveries of the Cabots and Ves- 
pucius ; (7) sketches of the conquests of Mexico and Peru, with an account 
of the society and government of the Incas ; (8) the deeds of the Spaniards 
in the West 'Indies, Indian slavery, and the career of Las Casas; (9) the 
explorations in North x^merica, by De Soto and Coronado ; the Huguenots 
in Florida; discoveries on the northeastern coasts ; the march across the 
continent by Champlain, La Salle, La Verendrye, Lewis and Clark, etc., 
the discoveries of Vitus Bering, etc., until the whole of America was dis¬ 
covered ; (10) reflections on the causes of the transfer of supremacy from 
the Spanish race to the English. 

The book is all written upon the original sources of information, and 
contains abundant footnotes. 

William Gesenius. 

A Hebrew and English Lexicon of the Old Testament, together 
with an Appendix containing the Biblical Aramaic based on the Lexi¬ 
con of William Gesenius, as translated by Edward Robinson, late 
Professor in the Union Theological Seminary, New York. With con¬ 
stant reference to the larger Thesaurus of Gesenius.

E. Roediger, and with authorized use of the latest German Edition of 
Gesenius’ “ Handworterbuch fiber das Alte Testament/’ By the Rev. 
Francis Brown, Ph. D., D. D., Davenport Professor of Hebrew and 
the Cognate Languages in the Union Theological Seminary ; with the 
cooperation of the Rev. S. R. Driver, D. D., Regius Professor of 
Hebrew, and Canon of Christ Church, Oxford, and of the Rev. Charles

octavo, paper, 50 cents, net . Part II., ready soon.

The career of Mr. Neesima is one of the most interesting of this century. 
When a boy he ran away from Japan to America. He was so fortunate as 
to fall into the hands of Mr. and Mrs. Alpheus Hardy of Boston, who edu¬ 
cated him until he graduated at the Andover Theological Seminary. He 
returned to Japan as a missionary, founded a university which has been a 
potent influence in the new Japan, and when he died, two years ago, he was 
probably the most famous of Japanese. The biography consists largely of 
letters from Mr. Neesima to Mr. and Mrs. Hardy, which throw much light 
on the modern transformation of Japan, and the narrative portion is in the 
admirable style which Professor Hardy has taught us to look for and enjoy 
in his writings. 

Joel Chandler Harris. 

Character Sketches. By Joel Chandler Harris, author of “Nights 
with Uncle Remus,” “Balaam and his Master,” etc. i6mo, $1.25. 

A large number of brief sketches of the kind which Mr. Harris is most 
skillful in making. They deal with and delightfully illustrate little peculiar¬ 
ities of character and thought among the negroes and poor whites of the 
South, and all who have read Mr. Harris’s books need no assurance that 
they are very entertaining. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne.

This is an inexpensive, but not a cheap edition of Hawthorne. It is 
printed from good plates, on good paper, and is well bound. 

Oliver Wendell Holmes. 

The Works of Oliver Wendell Holmes. New Riverside Edition. 
uniform with the Riverside Editions of the Works of Longfellow, Whit¬ 
tier, and Lowell. With several Portraits. Prose Works in ten volumes, 
Poems probably in three volumes, crown 8vo, $1.50 each. 
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Large-Paper Edition , uniform with the Large-Paper Editions of the au¬ 
thors above named, bound in boards, with paper label, $4.00 a volume. 

The inimitable works of Dr. Holmes, in this new Riverside Edition, will 
be gladly welcomed. It is the first uniform, elegant, thoroughly satisfactory 
edition yet produced of these unique writings. Ten volumes will be required 
for his prose works, — the three Breakfast-Table books, Over the Teacups, 
Elsie Venner, The Guardian Angel, A Mortal Antipathy, Pages from an 
Old Volume of Life, Medical Essays, and Our Hundred Days in Europe; 
and four will be devoted to his Poems. Dr. Holmes has annotated the po¬ 
ems, and has written new prefaces for several of the prose volumes. He 
has cooperated with characteristic good-will and helpfulness in making this 
edition of his works as perfect as possible. His part of them needs no 
praise ; the Riverside Press will do its best to present them fitly to the 
world. There will be several portraits, representing Dr. Holmes at different 
periods of his life. Each of the prose volumes will have an index, and the 
last volume of poems will have an index of first lines of all the poems in the 
four volumes. 

The One-Hoss Shav, mth its Companion Poems, How the Old Horse 
Won the Bet, and The Broomstick Train. By Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. A Holiday book, with sixty Illustrations by Howard Pyle. 
8vo, full leather binding, $1.50. 

The One-Hoss Shay is acknowledged to be one of the most remarkable 
humorous poems ever written. Together with this are to be published its 
companions, “ How the Old Horse Won the Bet,” which is the sequel to 
the “One-Hoss Shay,” and “The Broomstick Train.” This last was pub¬ 
lished during the past year, and its popularity goes to prove that although 
Dr. Holmes is in his eighty-second year, he has lost none of his youthful 
vigor and sparkling wit. 

These three famous companion poems have been illustrated with admira¬ 
ble spirit and humor by the well-known artist, Howard Pyle, and form a 
tasteful and popular book. Everybody who is acquainted with Mr. Pyle’s 
work will recognize the good fortune of having him to illustrate these 
poems. For the frontispiece he has made a portrait of the “ Deacon,” 
pronounced by Dr. Holmes an excellent representation of the designer of 
the “One-Hoss Shay.” The “shay” itself is no creature of imagination, 
but the typical shay commonly used in New England in the latter part of 
the eighteenth century. Mr. Pyle’s designs for all the poems have been 
heartily approved by Dr. Holmes, and are likely to be both approved and 
enjoyed by the public.

The marvelous picturesqueness and charm of Venice, made familiar 
through numerous paintings and engravings of its various scenes, and the 
romantic character of the place and of its life are reproduced with exquisite 
literary skill in Mr. Howells’s delightful book. It is at once so accurate in 
its descriptions and so fascinating in its style, that it is naturally used as a 
guide-book by multitudes of visitors to Venice. 

This book, which lends itself so freely to illustration, will be brought out 
as a Holiday book, and in a style at once novel and artistic. Venice is of all 
European cities the one in which color is most prominent, so that the men¬ 
tion of Venice instantly suggests scenes in which rich and varied colors 
form a characteristic element. For this reason it has been decided to use 
colored illustrations in producing this edition. There are eighteen full-page 
drawings, all original water-colors by leading water-color artists, — Childe 
Hassam, president of the New York Water-Color Club; Rhoda Holmes- 
Nicholls, vice-president of the same club ; F. Hopkinson Smith, equally 
famous as artist and author; and Ross Turner, unsurpassed among New 
England water-colorists. All of these artists have lived in Venice, some of 
them for many years. The illustrations for this book are reproduced 
directly from the artists’ paintings, and preserve the spirit of the originals 
as well as their form and color. 

The work is bound in Japanese cloth made to order, and the ornamenta¬ 
tion of the cover is from a design by Mrs. Whitman. The Venetian colors, 
white and gold, are used in the binding, and a slip cover of old gold com¬ 
pletes and crowns the whole. 

J. Franklin Jameson. 

The History of Historical Writing in America. By J. Franklin 
Jameson, Professor of History in Brown University. 1 vol. i6mo. 

This work comprises four chapters, which were originally lectures de¬ 
livered at the Johns Hopkins University. In them Professor Jameson gives 
an account of the chief histories of the English Colonies in America, and of 
the development of historical literature in our country. The first chapter is 
devoted to the historical writers of the seventeenth century, especially to 
Captain John Smith, Governor Bradford, Governor Winthrop, and Captain 
Edward Johnson ; the second, to those of the eighteenth century, — Robert 
Beverley, Cotton Mather, Prince, Stith, and Hutchinson; the third, to those 
of the period from the Revolution to the Civil War, — Bancroft, Prescott, 
Motley, and others ; the fourth, to the development and course of historical 
literature during the last thirty years, with some considerations respecting 
its present state and future prospects. 

Francis H. Johnson. 

What is Reality? By Francis H. Johnson. 

A thorough and luminous discussion of this question will be welcome to 
many thoughtful minds. It is not a playing with metaphysical terms, to the 
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delight of the author in his^verbal legerdemain but to the weariness of his 
readers; it is rather a master’s skillful workmanship on a task of fundamen¬

Mr. Johnson’s statement of reality is expressed in four propositions : first, 
I exist; second, there exists, in time and space, a world external to myself;

In a word “the supreme reality of the world is intelligence and Mr. John¬ 
son, in an argument equally clear and cogent, illustrates the unity of all in¬ 
telligence, the unity in infinite variety of the creations of this intelligence, 
and the evolution of the world and all that is therein, through the persist¬ 
ency of this irresistible force. The book is one of remarkable power, and is 
a contribution of great value toward the solution of some of the deepest 
problems that can engage the mind of man.

Biographical Sketches of the Delegates from Georgia to the 
Continental Congress. By Charles C. Jones, Jr., LL. D., author 
of “The History of Georgia,” “ Negro Myths from the Georgia Coast,” 
etc. 

The Continental Congress has a conspicuous place in the new and in¬ 
creasing interest felt in early American history. In these ’biographical 
sketches of the Delegates from Georgia, Colonel Jones not only does justice 
to their personal qualities and public services, but includes in some good 
degree the record of all persons and events most prominently associated 
with the Colonial and the Revolutionary annals of that State.

Colonial Furniture of New England. A Study of the Domestic Fur¬ 
niture in use in the Seventeenth and Eighteenth Centuries. By Irving 
Whitall Lyon, M. D., Member of the Connecticut Historical Society. 
Illustrated with about one hundred large heliotypes. One volume, 
8vo, linen, uncut edges, $10.00, net. 

Collectors, owners, and lovers of rare old furniture, as well as artists and 
historians, have long felt the need of a book to which they could turn with 
confidence for information as to the colonial furniture of this country. Such 
works on European furniture are not uncommon, but until now nothing of 
the kind has appeared in America. 

Dr. Lyon, a collector of old furniture and a recognized authority in mat¬ 
ters pertaining to it, in a very acceptable manner supplies this want in the 
present volume. He gives a history as full and accurate as possible of the 
principal objects of household furniture, such as chairs, tables, chests, cup¬ 
boards, chests of drawers, desks, and clocks, that were in use in New Eng¬ 
land from its first settlement to the beginning of the present century. 
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Incidentally the history of many other things is given, such as the intro¬ 
duction and early use of china and delft ware, of table forks, and of coffee, 
chocolate, and tea. 

The illustrations, which are very beautiful, are full-page heliotypes from 
photographs made under Dr. Lyon’s personal supervision during the past 
ten or fifteen years, and represent examples of the best New England furni¬ 
ture drawn from several of the most noted collections. 

Niccolo Machiavelli. 

The Historical, Political, and Diplomatic Writings of Niccolo 
Machiavelli. Translated by Christian E. Detmold. With Steel 
Frontispieces and a Biographical Sketch.

They are the work of a scholar, 
a statesman, and a patriot; and though Machiavelli has doubtless been 
generally known and judged by the epithet derived from his name, the best 
modern estimate pronounces him better than the standard of political mo¬ 
rality of his time, —a guide and judicious counselor rather than a misleader.

New Books and New Editions. 


A new edition of Dean Stanley’s Historical Memorials of Westminster Abbey, in two vol¬ 
umes, with 13 full-page photogravure illustrations, chiefly from etchings by Railton, together with 
numerous wood-cuts. This reissue of one of the Historical Classics of the English language must 
prove one of the popular issues of the season. 

The cabinet, or condensed edition, by Dr. Sandays (Oxford) of Edersheim’s “ Life and Times of 
Jesus the Messiah” was first issued last year, and found great favor. A new Holiday Edition of 
Jesus the Messiah will now be brought out with 24 illustrations from Hoffman's celebrated designs. 
This new feature will give an added interest to a work which has been pronounced to be the very 
best of the numerous Lives of Christ. 

Dr. Charles Moldenke has prepared an interesting monograph on The New York Obelisk 
(Cleopatra’s Needle), with an introductory sketch of the history, subject, erection, uses and significa¬ 
tion of obelisks. The inscriptions of the New York obelisk are given, and the hieroglyphics trans¬ 
lated, with notes on the translation and Crabs. There is also a brief sketch of Egypt, its geographi¬ 
cal divisions and cities ; together with a glossary, and names occurring in the volume and pertaining to 
Egyptological subjects ; also a glossary of hieroglyphics, and their pronunciation and value ; a 
glossary of the Egyptian words on the obelisk, and an index of proper names. 

A third illustrated edition of Tissot’s popular book, Unknown Switzerland, will appear with 
a number of new photograph illustrations. 

The Life of Robert Carter, by his daughter, presents the story of one who for more than 
half a century was identified with the American publishing trade. The author has made excellent 
use of the material in her hands, and the autobiographical chapters, together with Mr. Carter’s 
own letters, are full of interest. 

A posthumous volume of Sermons by Dr. Howard Crosby, on Christ and Christian living, is 
nearly ready. The selection has been made with a view of presenting his many-sidedness as a 
preacher, and the quality of his general discourse. They are remarkable for purity and incisiveness 
of style, and a deep spiritual insight. 

A thin-paper edition, convenient for the pocket, of The Great Discourse, a topical arrange¬ 
ment of the sayings of Christ, will be welcomed by many. This work, which has been received with 
great favor, has already passed to a second edition, and of the large-paper copy, of which 125 were 
printed, all but a dozen copies have been sold. 

The charming character sketches of Dr. John Brown and his sister Isabella, with three por¬ 
traits, will be reissued in a new and convenient form. 

In Scrip and staff the story of the Children’s Crusade is told with a graphic power that will 
interest young and old alike. The volume will have numerous illustrations. 

Katie: A Daughter of the King, is a pathetic tale of a little waif who was drawn into this 
order, and honored it by her own acts of unselfish heroism and devotion. 

Miss Helen A. Hawley has prepared two little volumes, one a series of Friendly Letters to 
Girls, the other Friendly Talks with Boys. The letters and talks all have reference to the 
privileges and duties of every-day life, and show excellent sense and sound judgment. 

In Juvenile Books, Prince Dimple’s every-day doings, issued last year, will be followed by his 
Farther Doings. Mrs. Pauli in this latter book has again shown her gift of a power to interest 
and please the little ones. The book will have numerous illustrations. 

Little Rosy’s Travels, an account of a little one who journeyed into new ports. Her enjoy¬ 
ment of all she saw and heard will be sure to delight other children of her own age. 

The Red Cord is designed to make plain to young readers the Bible story from Creation to 
Christ ; and the author seems to have succeeded admirably in accomplishing his purpose. 

In Theology there will be two more volumes of the Pulpit Commentary, viz., Ezekiel, 
vol. 2. Also two additional volumes in the Biblical Illustrator, St. John, 2 vols. To the 
Men of the Bible will be added Ezra and Neliemiah, concluding the series. A new edition of 
The Gospels, with Moral Reflections on each Verse by P. Quesnel, will be issued this autumn. 
Originally published in 1671, it was suppressed by order of Louis XIV. It is not a commentary 
but a series of devout reflections by one possessed of intense spiritual power. 

New editions of Dr. Wm. R. Williams’ Lectures on the Lord’s Prayer and Religious 
Progress are forthcoming.^ Also Dr. Octavius Winslow s The Work of the Holy Spirit and 
Dr. S. I. Prime’s compilation of devotional poetry, The Songs of the Soul. In this department 
new editions of the Changed Cross Series will be issued. Also the illustrated edition of the 
Celestial Country, by Dr. John Mason Neale, with photograph illustrations. The popular little 
books of Miss Havergal and Miss Rose Porter will appear in new decorative bindings, and by the 
latter will be a new every-day book of bits of verse, entitled Women's Thoughts for Women.
